the  Garden  City,  Letchworth  (p.  83). 

From  Australia  we  have  a  number  of  interesting  items  re 
the  tariff  (plasters  and  sheep-dips  especially),  the  N.S.W. 
Pure-food  Bill  (with  clauses  which  are  important  to  manufac- 
turers and  wholesalers  here),  and  the  sale  of  infants'  foods 
(p.  76). 

Ol.  Amygd.  Persic,  is  a  most  uncertain  product  at  present 
owing  to  the  high  price  of  kernels.  Oil  is  coming  from  the 
Continent  as  ol.  amygd.  persic.  which  Mr.  C.  T.  Bennett  finds 
is  poppy-seed  oil.    His  note  on  the  subject  is  timely  (see  p.  89). 

The  chief  alteration  on  the  markets  is  an  official  reduction 
in  bromides.  Citrates  are  also  lower.  Glycerin  is  very  firm, 
and  peach-kernel  oil  has  been  advanced.  The  drug-auctions 
were  resumed  this  week,  and  on  the  whole  the  demand  was 
better  than  had  been  anticipated.  The  Bank  rate  was  re- 
duced to-day  (p.  97). 

Winter  Session  Topics  include  the  Medicine-stamp  Acts 
(Huddersfield) ;  forty  years'  experience  of  Mr.  John  Laurie 
(Blackpool) ;  the  biological  treatment  of  sewage  (Man- 
chester) ;  and  modern  physical  and  chemical  theories  (Birken- 
head). The  section  begins  on  p.  90,  and  is  followed  by  reports 
of  various  festivities,  including  the  Chemists'  Ball  (p.  92). 

The  subject  which  is  discussed  under  "  Pharmacy  Legisla- 
tion "  this  week  is  the  educational  problem.  In  this  it  is 
pointed  out  that  for  the  purposes  of  the  1868  Act  qualification 
a  curriculum  is  not  required,  but  it  may  be  if  those  registered 
under  that  Act  are  to  be  entrusted  with  the  dispensing  of 
medical  prescriptions.  In  that  case  the  aims  of  the  Govern- 
ment might  be  met  by  harking  back  to  the  "  Minor."  as  it  was 
in  1868,  and  keeping  the  present  one  for  pharmacists  cum 
curriculo  (p.  86).

All 
students  of  chemistry  and  pharmacy  are  eligible  to  compete, 
and  may  enter  for  the  monthly  prizes  at  any  time. 

The  exercises  are  usually  in  the  qualitative  analysis  of  a 
mixture  of  two  or  three  salts,  samples  of  which  are  sent  to 
students  wh<  apply  for  them  on  a  date  generally  published  in 
the  third  issue  of  the  month.  The  reports  by  Dr.  Dobbin  are 
published  in  the  last  issue  of  the  month.

Brevities. 

Mr.  William  Stott  (32),  described  as  a  chemist,  residing 
in  Broughton,  Salford,  has  been  missing  from  his  home  for 
about  a  week. 

Extensive  works  arc  being  erected  at  Ellesmere  Port, 
Chester,  by  Messrs.  Chas.  Heatheote  &  Sons,  chemical 
manufacturers,  Manchester. 

At  Overton,  on  January  11.  the  medicated-wino  licence 
attached  to  the  business  carried  011  at  Overton  by  Mr. 
Francis  Fitzjohn,  chemist  and  druggist,  was  transferred 
to  Mr.  R.  W.  Armitage. 

The  conversazione  in  connection  with  the  Leicester  and 
Leicestershire  Chemists'  Association  should  have  taken 
place  on  Thursday,  January  9,  but  owing  to  several  cir- 
cumstances it  was  postponed. 

The  shop-premises  occupied  by  Messrs.  Plomley  & 
Alldis,  Ltd.,  cash  chemists,  Fife  Road,  Kingston,  were 
broken  into  by  burglars  on  the  night  of  January  9.  About 
30s.  in  money  and  the  contents  of  the  hospital  box  were 
stolen. 

At  the  January  meeting  of  the  Manchester  Section  of 
the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  Mr.  R.  H.  Clayton 
occupied  the  chair.  Mr.  Julius  Hubner,  the  Secretary, 
read  a  paper  on  the  characteristics  of  mercerised  cotton, 
which  he  illustrated  by  a  number  of  experiments. 

At  Clerkenwell  County  Court,  on  January  8,  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  obtained  judgment  for  5/.  penalty 
and  costs  against  an  unqualified  assistant  named  Byron 
Beck  for  selling  white  precipitate.  Beck  was  manager  of 
the  Newrosal  Co.,  Ltd.,  4  Alexandra  Pavement,  Middle 
Lane,  Hornsey,  N. 

At  the  first  meeting  of.  the  Society  recently  formed  by 
past  and  present  students  of  the  Chemistry  and  Dyeing 
Department  at  Salford  Roval  Technical  Institute  held  on 
January  10,  Professor  H.*  B.  Dixon,  M.A.,  F.R.S.,  of 
Victoria  University,  Manchester,  delivered  an  address  on 
"  Chemical  Clubs,  their  use  and  abuse." 

Birkenhead  chemists  are  congratulating  themselves  that 
the  threatened  storm  of  litigation  and  trouble,  consequent 
upon  the  recent  attentions  of  the  food  and  drugs  inspector, 
will  prove  abortive.  The  samples — comprising  among 
others  tr.  belladomue,  tr.  digitalis,  spt.  chloroform.,  inf. 
senegas,  and  spt.  amnion,  aromat. — were  taken  some  five 
weeks  ago,  and  it  is  now  understood  that  nothing  further 
will  be  heard  of  the  matter. 

Delivery  of  Circulars  by  Hand. 

The  Post-Office  authorities  are  taking  active  steps  with 
a  view  to  putting  a  stop  to  the  delivery  of  addressed  cir- 
culars, which  is  being  undertaken  to  a  considerable  extent, 
it  appears,  by  advertising  and  other  agencies,  and  which 
is  regarded  as  an  infringement  of  the  Postmaster-General's 
monopoly  as  laid  down  in  Section  2  of  the  Post-Office 
Management  Act,  1837.  Trade  announcements  or  adver- 
tisements become,  technically,  letters  (1)  when  placed  in 
addressed  envelopes  or  wrappers  whether  closed  or  open, 
or  (2)  when,  though  unaddressed,  they  are  delivered 
according  to  a  list  of  names  and  addresses,  and  not  merely 
from  house  to  house.  The  sender  of  a  letter  or  circular 
may,  however,  have  it  delivered  by  his  own  servant  or  by 
a  special  messenger  employed  by  him. 

Shop  Hours  in  London. 

The  St.  Pancras  Borough  Council  recently  sent  a  cir- 
cular letter  to  the  City  Corporation  and  to  the  twenty- 
seven  Metropolitan  Borough  Councils  suggesting  a  con- 
ference to  consider  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  effectively 
putting  into  force  the  Shop-hours  Act  (1904)  in  London, 
and  as  to  the  desirability  of  urging  Parliament  to  amend 
the  Act  with  a  view  to  making  it  workable.  Replies  have 
been  received  to  the  effect  that  nineteen  authorities  were 
prepared  to  take  part  in  the  proposed  conference,  and 
that  the  remaining  nine  had  resolved  to  take  no  action 
in  the  matter.  The  Public  Health  Committee  of  St. 
Pancras  Borough  Council  reported  on  January  13  that  in 
view  of  the  foregoing  response  they  had  decided  in  favour 
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of  calling  a  conference,  to  be  held  in  the  Town  Hall  on 
March  4. 

The  Rat  War. 

As  a  result  of  the  meeting  at  the  Metropole  Hotel, 
London,  presided  over  by  Sir  James  Crichton-Browne,  end 
supported  by  Sir  Lauder  Brunton,  Lord  Avebury,  and  others, 
there  has  been  formed  the  National  Society  for  the  Destruc- 
tion of  Vermin.  In  one  of  his  characteristic  speeches  Sir 
James  spoke  of  the  necessity  of  war  upon  the  rat,  and 
likened  Dr.  Danysz  to  a  modern  St.  Patrick  or  Pied  Piper 
of  Hamelin.  The  resolution  constituting  the  society  was 
moved  by  Sir  Lauder  Brunton,  and  the  officers  were  elected 
as  follows  :  President,  Sir  Lauder  Brunton ;  Vice-Presi- 
dents, Sir  J.  Crichton-Browne,  Sir  Patrick  Manson,  Surgeon - 
General  Bradshaw,  and  Professor  Simpson  ;  committee,  Sir 
Eupert  Boyce,  Sir  Harry  Stapley,  Dr.  Charles  Martin,  Dr. 
C.  W.  Saleeby,  Dr.  Murdoch,  Commissioner  Nicol,  Dr. 
Godson,  Dr.  Sandweth,  and  Mr.  Edward  Brown  ;  Treasurer, 
Lord  Avebury ;  and  Secretary,  Mr.  A.  E.  Moore. 

An  Elopement. 

From  Withington  in  Lancashire  there  comes  a  love-story 
concerning  a  young  local  chemist,  that  has  a  touch  of  old- 
time  romance.  Last  September  Mr.  D.  A.  Bryan,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Withington,  became  engaged  to  a  young  lady 
residing  in  the  same  locality.  A  few  months  later  an 
estrangement  between  the  parents  of  the  young  lady  and 
her  fiancee  led  to  the  engagement  being  broken  off.  The 
lady  was  sent  away  for  a  time,  and  on  her  return  every- 
thing was  done  to  keep  the  two  from  meeting.  But  "  love 
laughs  at  locksmiths,"  and  one  night  last  week  the  chemist 
lover  procured  a  carriage  and  a  pair  of  fast  horses,  and  under 
cover  of  darkness  waited  in  the  vicinity  of  his  lady  love's 
residence.  The  lady  soon  joined  him,  "and  the  pair  drove 
to  Cheadle  railway  station.  There  the  coachman  was  dis- 
missed, and  incidentally  informed  that  London  was  the 
couple's  destination.

Midland  Notes. 
Colonel  Wyley,  V.D.,  has  been  appointed  Vice-Chairman 
of  the  Warwickshire  Territorial  Association  under  the 
Army  Scheme,   with  General   Henry  Fairfax  Lucy  as 
Chairman. 

One  of  the  results  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act, 
says  the  "  Birmingham  Mail,"  is  the  impetus  it  has  given 
to  the  surgical-instrument  trade,  especially  in  providing 
up-to-date  artificial  limbs. 

Quite  a  scourge  of  sickness  seems  to  have  overtaken  Bir- 
mingham pharmacy.  Locum  tenens  are  rushing  hither  and 
thither,  and  one  important  firm  is  minus  half  its  staff  on 
account  of  enforced  sick-leave. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Birmingham  University,  Mr. 
Joseph  Chamberlain,  has  been  presented  with  the  Marv 
Kingsley  Memorial  Medal  by  the  Incorporated  Liverpool 
School,  in  recognition  of  his  work  in  connection  with  the 
Schools  of  Tropical  Medicine. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

A  scheme  is  being  actively  pressed  forward  to  perpetuate 
the  name  of  one  of  Sheffield's  few  townsmen  with  a  claim 
on  fame — James  Montgomery.  Councillor  Fox  and  Mr. 
Newsholme  have  been  elected  members  of  the  General  Com- 
mittee to  carry  the  scheme  into  effect. 

Mr.  John  Evans's  paper,  read  before  the  local  Society 
last  week,  has  drawn  forth  a  letter  in  the  press  from 
J  A  Notts  Farmer,"  who,  under  the  euphonious  title  of 
*  Jpk'  Beer>  and  Butter,"  urges  the  importance  of  some 
of  the  attention  devoted  to  the  question  of  pure  milk  beino- 
devoted  to  pure  beer. 

The  Chairmanship  of  the  Watch  Committee  is  one  of  the 
plums  of  the  local  political  world,  and  the  minority  on  the 
City  Council  are  not  satisfied  with  the  appointment  cf 
Councillor  A.  Eussell  Fox,  F.L.S.,  to  that  position.  A 
leading  member  of  the  party  started  the  ball  rolling  by 
declaring  that  Councillor  Fox's  election  was  only  secured 
by  begging  for  the  vote  of  one  of  the  Socialist  members. 


This  statement  has  been  denied  by  a  member  of  the  Council 
at  a  public  meeting  on  January  13,  and  there  is  promise  of 
some  fine  sparring. 

Reprimanding  the  Chemist. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  the  Clapham  Coroner's  Court,  on 
January  9,  concerning  the  death  of  Hannah  Dix  (52),  the 
husband  stated  that  deceased  had  been  ailing  for  some 
years.  She  had  during  the  past  three  months  been  taking 
Kaputine  powders — a  packet  of  eighteen  lasting  only  two 
days.  For  the  past  year  she  had  also  been  in  the  habit  of 
using  morphine  suppositories.  Another  witness  said  the 
suppositories  were  f-grain  strength.  The  witness  (a  niece 
of  the  deceased  woman)  said  that  her  aunt  must  have  hadl 
during  the  past  few  weeks  six  packets  of  powders  and  two. 
dozen  to  two  and  a  half  dozen  suppositories.  Evidence  was 
given  by  Frank  Powdrell  Parker,  chemist  and  druggist, 
137  Cornwall  Road,  Brixton,  who  said  he  supplied  the 
suppositories  first  for  a  relative  of  deceased  in  South  Africa, 
making  them  from  a  doctor's  prescription.  The  prescrip- 
tion was,  "  Suppositoria  morphia),  B.P."  Then  the  last 
witness  suggested  that  they  would  do  Mrs.  Dix  good.  They 
were  tried,  and  he  understood  they  gave  great  relief.  He 
understood,  too,  that  deceased  was  suffering  from  cancer, 
and  also  that  she  applied  them  herself,  in  which  case  they 
would  be  ejected  before  half  dissolved.  He  had  mentioned 
repeatedly  that  the  doctor  should  know,  and  he  asked  for 
the  doctor's  address  so  that  he  might  write  to  him.  He 
admitted  that  he  had  done  wrong  in  supplying  so  many. 
He  was  asked  to  increase  the  strength,  but  did  not  do  so. 
Over  and  over  again  he  had  condemned  the  powders,  but  he 
did  not  think  the  doctor  would  disapprove  the  suppositories. 
He  had  protested  strongly  against  the  quantity  supplied 
towards  the  end,  but  Mrs.  Johnston  begged,  and  actually 
cried,  for  them.  "  Supposing  they  had  asked  for  prussic 
acid,"  said  the  Coroner  (Mr.  Wyatt),  "  would  you  have 
supplied  it?"  "That  is  different,"  replied  the  witness. 
"  No,  it  is  quite  analogous,"  commented  the  Coroner.  Dr. 
Hitchcock  said  death  was  due  to  the  exhausting  effect  of 
taking  poison  for  a  long  time  in  gradually  increasing  doses. 
The  morphine  and  the  powders  both  contributed.  The  jury, 
in  returning  a  verdict  in  accordance  with  the  medical' 
evidence,  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  chemist  should  be 
reprimanded  for  his  negligence  in  supplying  such  a  large 
quantity  of  drugs  to  one  house. 

Masonic.

Charles  Morrell,  chemist,  Clapham  Road,  is  also  a  member 
of  the  lodge.  The  installation  ceremony  was  performed  by 
W.  Bro.  George  Stevens,  I. P.M.  (of  W.  J.  Bush  &  Co., 
Ltd.),  who  received  a  P.M.'s  jewel. 

Fires. 

While  a  charwoman  was  clearing  out  one  of  the  pantries 
at  Buckingham  Palace  on  January  11,  a  jar  of  methylated 
spirit  broke  in  her  hands,  and  the  contents  flowing  to  the 
fireplace  an  explosion  occurred,  and  part  of  the  room  took 
fire.  A  fireman,  on  duty  at  the  Palace,  had  the  fire  under 
control  before  any  serious  damage  was  done. 

A  destructive  fire  occurred  at  Leicester,  on  January  10, 
at  the  works  of  Messrs.  Death  &  Ellwood,  engineers  and 
makers  of  pharmaceutical  machinery.  The  outbreak  began 
in  the  pattern-room,  and  spread  so  rapidly  that  the  pre- 
mises were  practically  destroyed  before  the  flames  could 
be  subdued.  A  mechanic  named  Measures,  who  had  been 
with  the  firm  for  upwards  of  thirty  years,  went  into  the 
burning  premises  for  his  kit  of  tools,  and  was  so  severely 
burned  that  he  died  from  his  injuries. 

Poor-law  Notes. 

Under  the  new  scale  recently  sanctioned  by  the  Local 
Government  Board,  Mr.  Albert  Howell,  of  the  Dalstcn  Dis- 
pensary, and  Mr.  F.  E.  Trayner,  have  each  been  granted  an 
additional  101.  on  their  salaries,  to  take  effect  at  once.  Poor- 
law  dispensers  will  be  particularly  gratified  to  know  this,  as 
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it  was  mainly  upon  the  initiative  of  Mr.  Albert  Howell  and 
through  his  energetic  advocacy,  that  the  new  concession  was 
secured  for  all  dispensers.  , 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Guardians  of  the  Strand  Union  on 
January  14.  it  was  unanimously  agreed  that  the  salary  of 
Mr  John  Hickman,  dispenser  at  the  Sheffield  Street  Work- 
house, be  increased  by  the  sum  of  bl.  per  annum. 

Writing  to  the  St.  Asaph  Guardians  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  expressed  regret  that  the  Guardians  had  not 
seen  their  way  to  pay  for  expensive  medicines  when  ordered 
by  the  medical  officers,  as  had  been  suggested  by  the  Local 
Government  Board,  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Guardians. 
Mr  J.  Frimston  said  they  had  had  no  application  from  the 
medical  officers  for  the  extra  allowance,  and  it  was  not  likely 
that  they  would  offer  more.  Mr.  John  Roberts  was  sure 
that  the*r>oor  in  that  Union  received  better  medicine  than 
the  officials  of  the  Local  Government  Board.  Mr.  Hugh 
Williams  observed  that  they  had  a  contract  with  the  medical 
officers  to  supply  all  medicines  required.  Mr.  Perks  said  it 
would  be  unfortunate  if  it  went  out  that  the  Guardians  were 
prepared  to  consider  an  application  from  the  medical  officers 
for  the  cost  of  expensive  medicines.  He  felt  that  the  Board 
should  not  consider  anything  of  the  kind.  The  matter  then 
dropped.

Tuberculous  Milk 

In  the  course  of  a  discussion  at  a  meeting  of  the  Cardiff 
Health  Committee  on  Tuesday,  at  which  a  report  was 
referred  to  that  seemed  to  imply  that  the  death-rate  in  the 
city  from  phthisis  was  very  high,  Mr.  Jabez  A.  Jones, 
chemist  and  druggist,  asked  if  the  Corporation  inspectors 
took  any  particular  steps  in  regard  to  milk.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Birmingham  had  stated  that  14  per  cent,  of  the 
milk  supplied  contained  living  germs  of  tuberculosis,  and 
in  view  of  this  he  (Mr.  Jones)  asked  if  the  same  state  of 
things  existed  in  Cardiff?  Dr.  Walford  replied  that 
samples  of  milk  were  taken  both  at  the  railway  stations  and 
from  the  retailers'  carts,  and  on  analysis  they  proved  to 
be  satisfactory.  Mr.  Jones  suggested  that  the  public  be 
instructed  that  to  heat  milk  to  150  degrees  for  about  five 
minutes  would  completely  sterilise  it  without  interfering 
with  its  nutritive  qualities. 

The  German  Bill  proposing  to  continue  the  most-favoured- 
nation treatment  to  the  United  Kingdom,  the  British  Colonies 
and  possessions  (other  than  Canada)  for  a  further  period  of 
two  years  has  been  passed  into  law.

Fighting  the  Co-operators. 
The  second  annual  report  of  the  Edinburgh  and  Leith 
Traders'  Defence  Association,  with  the  aims  of  which  many 
Edinburgh  chemists  are  in  sympathy,  states  that  the  past 
year  has  been  one  of  continuous  progress.  The  membership 
at  the  close  of  1906  was  284 ;  the  combined  roll  of  members 
and  associates  now  exceeds  1,500.  The  report  claims  that 
ihe  Association  has  done  much  to  reduce  the  power  of  co- 
operation, pointing  to  the  position  of  the  two  leading  co- 
operative societies  in  the  two  towns.  According  to  the 
report  for  the  half-year  to  September  1906,  the  increase  in 
the  membership  of  St.  Cuthbert's  Co-operative  Association 
was  749.  A  year  later  it  had  fallen  to  eighty.  At  the  same 
date  the  share  capital  showed  an  absolute  decrease  of  close 
upon  4,000/.  In  Leith  the  Provident  Association  has  had  to 
tell  a  similar  tale.  The  membership  in  six  months  fell  by 
267,  and  the  share  capital  by  over  12,000/.  The  report  claims 
that  this  has  been  brought  about  by  the  association,  and  by 
its  persistent  efforts  on  behalf  of  all  traders  in  the  town, 
whether  members  or  not. 

Glasgow  and  the  "West. 
Owing  to  influenza  local  chemists  are  finding  business 
much  brisker. 

Business  in  the  West  of  Scotland  is  very  quiet.  There 
are  a  great  many  unemployed,  and  shipbuilding  on  the 
Clyde  is  very  slack,  and  likely  to  be  worse.  Altogether  the 
outlook  is  not  bright. 

Mr.  Thomas  Spears,  of  Spears'  Drug-stores,  Great  West- 
ern Road,  Glasgow,  presided  at  a  Conference  of  the  Scot- 
tish Federation  of  Grocers'  and  Provision  Merchants'  Asso- 
ciation held  in  Glasgow  this  week,  and  was  elected 
president. 

Sickness  is  rife  among  the  local  members  of  the  trade. 
Mr.  W.  L.  Currie,  who  was  unable  to  be  present  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  through  illness,  is 
somewhat  better.  Mr.  William  Forgie,  of  Partick,  is, 
however,  rather  seriously  ill,  and  this  week  specialists  were 
called  in.

Chartreuse  Liqueur.— The  Court  at  Grenoble  has  been 
engaged  this  week  in  hearing  one  of  the  cases  resulting 
from  the  use  of  the  word  "Chartreuse"  to  describe  the 
liqueur  manufactured  by  the  expelled  French  Carthusian 
monks  as  well  as  by  those  in  possession  of  their  former 
monastery,  La  Grande  Chartreuse.  It  is  also  announced 
that  an  action  is  about  to  be  brought  by  the  French  agents 
of  the  Carthusian  Order  at  Tarragona  against  the  Com- 
pagnie  Fermiere  de  la  Grande  Chartreuse  for  counterfeiting 
their  liqueur. 

The  Chemistry  of  Diamonds. — "Take  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  burnt  sugar,  place  it  in  a  crucible,  which  heat 
to  desired  temperature  by  an  electric  furnace,  and  dia- 
monds are  obtained."  This  is  said  by  some  facetious 
persons  to  be  the  formula  for  which  Sir  Julius  Wernher, 
a  Life  Governor  of  the  De  Beers  Diamond  Mines,  paid  a 
trench  chemist  named  Lemoine  the  sum  of  about  60,000/. 
ihe  formula  is,  however,  deposited  at  the  Union  of 
London  and  Smiths  Bank,  Ltd..  in  a  sealed  envelope,  and 
the  French  chemist,  who  is  now  in  custody  in  Paris  at  the 
instigation  of  Sir  Julius,  raises  energetic  opposition  to  it 
feeing  opened.  The  case  has  aroused  a  great  deal  of  in- 
terest in  Paris,  but  there  is  an  inclination  to  treat  it  with 
levity  Professor  Bordas,  who,  since  the  death  of  the 
regretted  Professor  Moissan,  has  stepped  into  the  first 


place  as  an  expert  on  the  Chemistry  of  Precious  Stones, 
admits  being  sceptical  regarding  Lemoine's  pretended  dis- 
covery. 

Assurance  against  Dispensing  Accidents. — During  the 
first  nine  months  of  1907  three  accidents  occurred  among 
pharmacists  belonging  to  the  Society  for  Mutual  Assurance 
against  Pharmacy  Accidents  organised  in  connection  with 
the  General  Association  of  French  Pharmacists.  Two  were 
settled  by  mutual  arrangement.  In  one  case  the  error 
in  the  prescription,  faithfully  followed,  was  due  to  the 
doctor,  and  he,  like  the  pharmacist,  paid  24/.  to  the  patient 
in  settlement.  In  the  second  case  there  was  an  error  in 
the  ingredients  which  cost  the  Society  54/.  In  the  third 
case  the  pharmacist  himself  was  not  responsible,  the  error 
having  been  made  by  the  patient's  own  family,  and  the 
case  has  been  fought  out  accordingly.  Since  January  1907 
142  new  members  had  been  registered,  and  the  financial 
situation  of  the  Society  may  be  considered  as  flourishing. 

France's  First  Female  Professor. — Under  the  title  of 
"  Portraits  of  Women  :  Mme.  Curie,"  M.  Paul  Acker  pub- 
lishes in  the  "Figaro"  the  following  "snap-shot"  of  the 
world-renowned  widow  now  occupying  her  deceased  hus- 
band's professorial  chair  at  the  Sorbonne  : 

It  is  half-past  one  and  there  are  some  sixty  of  us  waiting. 
.  .  .  Suddenly  a  door  opens,  discreet  applause  is  heard,  and 
a  woman  enters.  Of  middle  height,  all  in  black,  the  hair 
drawn  back  from  the  forehead,  she  advances,  bows,  takes 
up  a  piece  of  chalk,  and,  aproaching  the  blackboard,  says, 
"  We  shall  continue,  to-day,  to  study  the  laws  of  movement 
of  the  electrometer."  Mme.  Curie  has  commenced  her 
lesson.  She  traces  equations  in  a  large  regular  hand,  and 
her  hand  behind  her,  sometimes  leaning  slightly  backwards, 
she  explains.  She  is  infinitely  simple,  almost  timid.  Her 
eyes,  mild  and  often  cast  downwards  under  her  deep  brow, 
her  mobile  lips  only  formulating  technicalities,  yet  so  young 
and  as  if  made  for  smiling,  her  strong  chin,  high  bare 
forehead — she  can  only  be  compared  to  the  grave,  wistful, 
yet  charming  women  painted  by  the  Primitives. 

She  speaks  slowly,  reflecting,  pausing  to  seek  the  exact 
term,  one  feels  she  wishes  to  be  as  precise  as  possible.  She 
is  never  embarrassed  in  a  phrase,  special  as  are  the  terms  of 
her  vocabulary,  the  sentence  rolls  out,  clear  and  logical,  even 
a  trifle  rigid;  and  let  one  listen  as  one  will,  one  will  find 
none  of  those  lapses  of  syntax  from  which  the  best  lecturers 
are  rarely  free.  This  is  because  of  the  extreme  tension  of 
her  mind  ;  she  is  entirely  wrapped  up  in  what  she  is  saying. 
Her  speech,  sometimes  adding  and  sometimes  omitting 
accents,  betrays  her  Polish  origin.  Suddenly,  as  she  quotes 
a  law  of  physics,  she  says,  "  This  law  was  discovered  by 
M.  Pierre  Curie,"  and  her  voice  becomes  a  little  indistinct 
and  trembles.  There  is  a  silence,  of  a  few  seconds  only, 
but  so  solemn  that  it  seems  interminable  to  us  all — but  she 
is  wiping  the  equations  off  the  blackboard. 

FRENCH  ALCOHOL-INDUSTRY 

At  the  invitation  of  the  Paris  Chambre  Syndicate  of  the 
alcohol-industry  a  meeting  has  lately  been  held  of  representa- 
tives of  distilleries  in  the  North  of  France  and  Paris  districts. 
Industrial  manufacturers  were  largely  represented,  whereas 
relatively  fewer  agricultural  distillers  were  present.  The 
object  of  the  meeting  was  to  take  steps  to  bring  about  an 
understanding  between  industrial  and  agricultural  concerns 
in  order  to  regulate  prices  for  denatured  alcohol,  so  as_  to 
stimulate  its  use  in  the  motor-industry,  and  also  for  heating 
and  lighting  purposes.  This  move  has  been  initiated  by  M. 
Ribot,  President  of  the  Parliamentary  Committee  which  was 
formed  to  inquire  into  the  alcohol  question,  with  a  view  to 
helping  the  progress  of  cultivation  in  Northern  districts.  It 
is  apparently  intended  by  the  Government  to  assist  beet- 
growers  by  increasing  the  output  of  denatured  alcohol. 
Various  suggestions  were  made,  and  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
meeting  the  following  items  in  favour  of  denatured  alcohol, 
presented  by  the  President  of  the  Syndicate  of  the  Bourse  du 
Commerce,  were  endorsed  unanimously  :  (1)  That  the  neces- 
sary evidence  be  gathered  to  show  that  alcohol  may  without 
inconvenience  be  substituted  for  petroleum  in  the  motor-in- 
dustry ;  (2)  that  the  cost  of  production  of  denatured  alcohol 
be  reduced  by  using  less  expensive  material,  or  by  diminishing 
the  degree  of  strength  actually  used,  which  is  considered  by 
experts  to  be  excessive ;  (3)  that  steps  be  taken  to  secure  from 
railway  companies  a  rate  of  transport  equal  to  that  on 
petroleum  ;  (4)  that  free  circulation  be  accorded  to  denatured 
alcohol.  A  mutual  understanding  has  already  been  reached 
in  principlo  among  distilleries,  which  should  facilitate  further 
pea-orations,  and  it  is  proposed  to  hold  another  meeting 
shortly.

The  Commonwealth. 

Beale's  Eeport. — The  revised  edition  of  Mr.  0.  C. 
Beale's  report  on  secret  drugs  and  patent  medicines  has  been 
handed  to  the  Prime  Minister  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
committee  of  medical  members  of  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives to  whom  the  revision  was  entrusted.  The  emenda- 
tions and  alterations  are  few.  The  report  was  to  have  been 
on  sale  to  the  public  at  the  end  of  December. 

Army  Medical  Corps. — The  Minister  for  Defence  (Mr. 
Ewing)  has,  on  the  advice  of  the  Military  Board,  authorised 
the  formation  of  a  new  military  unit,  to  be  known  as  the 
Australian  Army  Medical  Corps  Reserve.  The  corps  will 
be  raised  as  a  special  Volunteer  force  as  provided  by  the 
Defence  Acts.  Besides  qualified  medical  men,  students  of 
medicine,  chemists  and  chemists'  assistants,  members  of 
recognised  ambulance  societies,  and  special  trades  will  be 
enrolled. 

The  Tariff. — In  the  C.  db  D.  Supplement,  December  7, 
we  gave  the  results  of  the  tariff  debates  in  the  House  of 
Representatives  down  to  item  298  (soda-crystals),  which  was 
reached  on  December  4.  The  following  was  also  passed 
on  that  date  : 

Item  299,  which  includes  bath  cabinets,  dental  and  sur- 
gical cabinets,  invalid  furniture  and  chairs  on  wheels, 
aseptic  hospital  furniture,  including  trollies,  stretchers,  and 
the  like,  ad  val.  35  per  cent,  general  tariff ;  25  per  cent. 
United  Kingdom. 
We  have  received  the  minutes  of  the  debates  011  the  items 
previously  mentioned,  which  show  that  many  influences 
were  at  work  in  deciding  what  the  duties  should  be.  The 
members  of  the  committee,  in  the  course  of  their  speeches, 
read  extracts  from  the  evidence  given  before  the  Tariff 
Commission  and  from  letters  received  from  manufacturers. 
A  good  deal  of  argument  took  place  over  item  283  (sheep- 
dips),  which  wyere  ultimately  allowed  in  free,  although 
Australian  manufacturers  had  impressed  the  Tariff  Com- 
mission with  the  need  for  protection.  It  was  pointed  out 
that  imported  dips  were  at  present  sold  at  higher  prices 
than  the  locally-made  article,  and  that  Cooper's  dip  is 
admitted  free  into  Russia,  the  most  protectionist  country  in 
the  world.  "  All  sheep-dips  are  not  alike,  but  Cooper's  dip 
is  unique,"  said  one  member  of  the  Committee.  Little's 
Phenyle,  Jeyes'  fluid,  and  Quibell's  dip  were  also  brought 
into  the  discussion,  and  it  was  pointed  out  that  what  is 
wanted  by  sheep  farmers  is  not  a  cheap  but  an  efficacious  dip. 
As  mentioned  in  the  C.  db  V.  at  the  time,  "  plasters  "  were 
left  out  of  item  291  (medicines),  and  are  allowed  in  free. 
This,  it  appears,  was  due  to  the  arguments  advanced  by 
Messrs.  Johnson  &  Johnson,  who  sent  a  book  on  the 
subject  to  every  member.  Plasters  (unmedicated)  with 
camphor  and  vaseline  were  subsequently  added  to  item  295  as 
free,  the  wording  being  stated  to  have  been  recommended 
by  the  "  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Association."  It  should 
be  noted  that  "  vaseline  (not  being  petroleum  jelly)  "  is  the 
exact  specification,  Sir  Wm.  Lyne  stating  that  it  was  desired 
to  distinguish  between  the  two.  The  item  299,  with  which 
this  note  begins,  includes  furniture  and  timber,  the  debate 
being  one  of  the  most  acrimonious  of  the  session.  It 
occupied  five  hours  on  December  4,  and  the  whole  of  the 
sitting  of  December  5  from  11.18  A.M.  to  2.44  A.M.  on 
December  6. 

New  South  Wales. 

Pure  Food  Bill. — The  clauses  of  the  Pure  Pood  Bill 
referred  to  in  the  C,  <b  D.,  January  11,  p.  43,  which  deal 
with  advertised  drugs  and  appliances,  are  as  follows  : 

Examination  and  Report  upon  Drugs  and  Appliances 
Advertised. 

16.  (1)  The  Board  may  examine,  or  cause  to  be  examined, 
any  drug  or  appliance  which  is  advertised,  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  its  composition  and  properties,  and  shall  com- 
pare the  results  of  the  examination  with  any  advertisement 
which  relates  to  the  drug  or  appliance,  and  with  the  price 
at  which  it  is  sold,  and  shall  prepare  and  forward  to  the 
Minister  a  report  upon  the  whole  matter,  which  may  include 


any  comment  which  the  Board  thinks  desirable  in  the 
public  interest. 

(2)  The  Board  may  thereupon,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Minister,  cause  the  report  to  be  published  in  the  "  Gazette," 
and  in  any  newspaper  or  public  print  which  circulates  within 
New  South  Wales,  and  to  be  distributed  among  the  public 
in  any  other  way. 

(3)  Any  proprietor  or  manager  of  a  newspaper  or  public 
print  may  republish  therein  any  such  report  which  has  been 
published  by  the  Board  as  aforesaid,  and  no  action  shall  lio 
against  such  proprietor  or  manager  in  respect  of  the  re- 
publication. 

Prohibition  of  Sale  of  Dangerous  Dritys. 

17.  (1)  The  Governor,  on  the  recommendation  of  tho 
Board,  may,  by  notification  in  the  "  Gazette,"  prohibit, 
after  the  date  therein  mentioned,  the  advertising  or  sale  of 
any  drug  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  is  dangerous 
to  life  or  health.  But  no  such  recommendation  shall  bo 
made  until  a  reasonable  opportunity  has  been  given  to  tho 
vendor,  agent,  or  owner  of  such  drug  to  place  his  objections 
to  the  proposed  prohibition  before  the  Board. 

(2)  No  person  shall  advertise  or  sell  any  drug  in  con- 
travention of  any  notification  as  aforesaid,  and  no  proprietor 
or  manager  of  a  newspaper  or  other  public  print  shall 
publish  any  advertisement  prohibited  under  this  section, 
and  no  person  shall  print  any  such  advertisement. 

(3)  Provided  that  the  prohibition  shall  not  apply  to  tho 
advertisement  of  drugs  by  or  on  behalf  of  manufacturers  to 
the  retail  trades  only,  nor  to  the  sale  of  drugs  supplied  by 
prescription  or  order  signed  by  a  legally  qualified  medical 
practitioner,  and  by  him  given  to,  or  to  any  other  person 
on  behalf  of  any  person  then  under  his  care  and  treatment  as 
such  practitioner. 

Disinfectants. 

18.  The  Board,  by  notification  in  the  "  Gazette,"  may 
prohibit  the  sale  of  any  substance  or  compound  as  a  dis- 
infectant, germicide,  antiseptic,  or  preservative,  but  no 
such  prohibition  shall  be  made  until  a  reasonable  oppor- 
tunity has  been  given  to  the  manufacturer,  importer,  or 
selling  agent  of  the  substance  or  compound  to  place  his 
objections  to  such  prohibition  before  the  Board,  who  shall 
thereupon  refer  the  matter  to  the  Advisory  Committee  for 
consideration  and  advice. 

No  person  shall  sell  any  substance  or  compound  so  pro- 
hibited. 

19.  The  Board,  by  notification  in  the  "  Gazette,"  may 
require  concerning  any  substance  or  compound  sold,  or  in- 
tended to  be  sold,  as  a  disinfectant,  germicide,  antiseptic,  or 
preservative,  that  such  information  or  directions  as  it  deems 
fit  shall  set  out  on  a  statement  or  label  written  on  or 
attached  to  any  package  containing  the  same. 

No  person  shall  sell  any  such  substance  or  compound 
unless  such  information  or  directions  are  set  out  as  aforesaid. 

The  Advisory  Committee  is  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Governor  from  the  following  :  President  of  the  Board, 
Professor  of  Chemistry,  Sydney  University,  Professor  of 
Pharmacology  (if  any)  or  Lecturer  on  Materia  Medica  at 
the  same  university.  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Metro- 
politan Senior  Analyst,  Public  Health  Department,  repre- 
sentative of  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  not  more  than 
three  persons  conversant  with  trade  requirements. 

Victoria. 

Sale  of  Infants'  Food. — The  regulations  under  the 
Pure  Food  Act,  1905,  as  to  the  sale  of  infants'  food  wero 
given  in  the  (J.  .0  D..  April  20,  1907,  p.  595.  Under  theso 
regulations  lood  intended  for  children  under  the  age  of 
six  months  must  be  starch-free  when  prepared  for  adminis- 
tration and  must  approximate  in  composition  to  mother's 
milk.  If  described  as  only  suitable  for  infants  over  tho 
age  of  six  months  the  regulation  does  not  apply.  Tho 
first  summonses  for  alleged  breaches  of  this  regulation 
have  been  issued  against  a  chemist  and  grocer  residing  at 
Richmond  (Vic.)  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  Benger's  food, 
Carrick's  food,  Allenbury's  No.  3  Malted  Food  and 
Failiere's  Phcsphatine.  [The  foods  exported  from  England 
now  are  labelled  according  to  the  regulations,  so  tho;e  con- 
cerned are  probably  old  stock. — Editor.] 

Western  Australia. 

Consolidated  Health  Bill. — This  Bill  passed  through 
the  Committee  stage  in  the  Legislative  Council  on  Novem- 
ber 20.  when  the  date  of  its  coming  into  operation  was 
altered  from  March  31  to  May  1,  as  it  would  be  impos- 
sible to  have  the  Act  printed  by  the  earlier  date  (seo 
C.  <£■  D.,  January  4.  p.  8).

Cape  Colony. 

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape  Colony. — Mr.  J.  S. 
North  presided  over  a  small  attendance  at  the  general 
meeting  of  the  Society  at  Cape  Town  on  December  19. 
No  business  was  done.  Although  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Cape  Colony  is  one  of  the  oldest  institutions  of 
.its  kind  in  South  Africa,  ranking,  it  is  said,  second  in  age, 
it  has  never  been  recognised  by  any  Government  Depart- 
ment, nor  is  it  consulted  either  by  the  Customs  or  the 
Pharmacy  Board.  How  to  remedy  this  state  of  affairs,  and 
to  get  on  to  the  same  footing  as  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  the  Transvaal  in  these  respects,  is  to  be  discussed  at  the 
next  Council  meeting,  and  thereafter  at  the  annual  general 
meeting,  which  takes  place  in  February. 

Gala  at  the  Cape. — The  Cape  Town  storekeepers  have 
known  for  some  time  that  money  was  more  plentiful  in  the 
up-country  districts  of  the  Colony,  so  in  order  to  try  to  get 
some  of  it  they  resolved  to  have  a  gala.  Describing  this,  our 
Cape  correspondent  reminds  us  that  Cape  Town  and  penin- 
sula occupy  one  of  the  most  beautiful  sites  on  this  earth. 
And  yet  its  inhabitants,  though  by  no  means  English,  take 
their  pleasures  sadly.  But  for  the  time  they  stopped  talk- 
ing about  the  depression ;  they  cleaned  up  the  town  and 
went  down  on  the  beaches,  building  sand  castles  and  rub- 
bing shoulders  with  the  Dutchman  and  his  children,  or 
listening  to  the  band  on  the  Breakwater.  A  few  months 
since  to  go  along  the  Breakwater — the  "  Holloway  Gaol 
of  South  Africa  " — that  extends  more  than  a  mile  out  to 
sea,  was  to  get  into  the  company  of  dock  loafers  and  watch 
convicts  digging  or  blasting  out  a  big  hole  that  can  never 
be  used  for  anything.  Now  a  little  toy  train  takes  you  to 
the  beginning,  and  you  can  walk  the  length,  listen  to  an 
excellent  band,  come  back  to  town  when  you  have  secured 
as  much  ozone  from  "  Uncle  Donald's  Ocean  "  as  you  need — 
all  for  6rf.  Or  you  can  go  to  Camps  Bay  on  the  electric  car, 
via  Sea  Point,  returning  via  the  Kloof,  for  Is.  3<7.,  or  go 
to  Simonstown  and  back  for  Is.  more  on  the  C.G.R.  ;  and 
the  electric  car  ride  to  Camps  Bay  is  "  it  "  in  car  rides  in  the 
world.  The  C.  <L-  D.  man  at  the  Cape  had  a  walk  round  the 
business  streets  of  the  city  on  the  evening  of  December  21. 
The  whole  place  was  ablaze  with  electric  light  of  every  de- 
scription and  colour.  Messrs.  Lennon,  Ltd.,  in  their  magnifi- 
cent pharmacy  and  windows,  showed  a  rich  display  of 
French,  English,  and  American  holiday  lines.  There  were 
holly  leaves  and  berries  interspersed  with  the  goods,  and 
it  is  safe  to  assume  that  not  a  few  that  gazed  thereon  re- 
called the  "old  days"  at  home.  Maybe  Messrs.  Lennon, 
Ltd.,  will  sell  the  holly  sprays  on  Christmas  Eve  at  a  tickey 
a  spray,  and  send  the  money  to  the  hospital.  The  man 
and  woman  from  home  would  rush  to  get  a  piece,  but  the 
Dutchman  would  not  understand.  Messrs.  Lennon,  Ltd., 
made  a  most  interesting  show  of  photographic  goods,  and 
their  surgical  instrument  and  scientific  departments  proved 
attractive  to  the  up-country  practitioner.  Messrs.  Heynes, 
Mathew  &  Co.  had  an  excellent  show  of  high-grade  per- 
fumery, toilet  requisites,  silverware,  etc.  The  window 
used  for  the  chemist's  display  took  the  Gala  Prize,  the 
competitors  for  which  were  the  International  Dispensary, 
the  firm  under  notice,  and  Messrs.  Petersen,  Ltd.,  Adderley 
Street.  Messrs.  Petersen,  Ltd.,  had  a  most  original  window 
for  Cape  Town.  It  consisted  of  cotton-wool,  mirrors,  and 
lump  alum,  with  suitable  holiday  goods  here  and  there.  It 
was  instructive  to  hear  the  English  mother  trying  to  ex- 
plain to  her  children  that  it  was  ice  and  snow,  and  the  same 
children  asking  a  thousand  and  one  questions,  for  they  had 
never  seen  snow  in  their  lives.    This  window  drew  and 


held  a  crowd,  particularly  at  night.  The  International 
Dispensary,  which  takes  its  name  from  the  hotel  it  is  near 
to,  is  a  small  store  as  drug-stores  go  in  South  Africa,  but 
a  good  and  varied  range  of  goods  must  necessarily  be  car- 
ried to  cater  for  the  different  nationalities  that  fill  the 
hotel  and  that  surround  the  place.  The  proprietor  is  a 
young  man,  and  can  only  recently  have  become  a  "  master 
chemist,"  and  is  not  only  to  be  commended  on  his  stock,  but 
deserves  success.  Sea-trips  round  Robben  Island  and 
other  attractions  increase  the  popularity  of  the  gala,  which 
has  been  a  great  success  so  far.  The  up-country  folks  are 
satisfied  and  enjoy  the  attractions,  the  storekeepers  are 
selling  plenty  of  goods,  and  once  more  Adderley  Street  is 
full  from  morn  to  late  at  night.  The  city  reminds  one  more 
of  1900  than  1907.  Certainly  during  the  past  three  years 
the  place  has  never  been  so  full. 

Customs  Tariffs. — The  chairman  of  the  East  London 
Chemists'  Trade  Association  has  addressed  a  letter  to  the 
President  of  the  Customs  Commission  embodying  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations  passed  by  the  Association  : 

That  the  duty  on  patent  medicines  remain  as  at  present. 
That  all  medicines  bearing  registered  names  and  trade- 
marks, such  as  tabloids  and  palatinoids,  etc.,  should  bear 
the  same  duty  as  patent  medicines. 

That  the  "bulk"  definition  should  bo  deleted  from  the 
Customs  tariff.  This  is  in  reference  to  the  importation  of 
drugs  and  chemicals,  such  as  glycerin  in  bulk,  which  are 
allowed  to  come  in  free  and  gives  the  larger  importer  an 
advantage  over  the  smaller  importer. 

The  definition  as  to  what  comprises  "  bulk  "  appears  to  be 
a  disputed  point,  as  in  some  instances  the  duty  is  enforced 
in  original  case  lots  of,  say,  four  56-lb.  tins  of  glycerin, 
whereas,  on  other  occasions,  one  56-lb.  drum  is  allowed  to 
come  through  free. 

That  the  proof-spirit  content  of  medicinal  preparations 
on  which  20s.  per  gal.  is  levied  should  be  increased  from 
3  per  cent,  to  20  per  cent.  Wines  flavoured  or  prepared, 
such  as  quinine,  coca,  etc.,  containing  20  per  cent.,  come  in 
at  As.  per  gal.,  plus  15  per  cent,  ad  valorem.  It  seems 
anomalous  that  hair-washes,  etc.,  containing  3  per  cent, 
should  be  charged  20s.  when  wines  containing  20  per  cent, 
come  in  at  a  much  lower  rate,  especially  as  the  latter  clash 
with  products  of  the  Colony. 

That  the  Excise  should  be  remitted  on  all  Colonial  spirit 
used  for  manufacturing  purposes. 

This  would  be  the  means  of  placing  us  more  on  the  level 
of  manufacturers  in  the  neighbouring  Colonies,  as  at  present 
tinctures,  etc.,  are  being  sold  at  about  one-half  the  price 
we  are  able  to  sell  here. 

That  in  order  to  prevent  the  continual  dislocation  of 
business  through  constant  changes  of  tariff,  the  tariff  should 
be  arranged  for  as  long  a  period  as  possible.  _ 

That  the  tariff  classification  should  be  simplified,  the 
present  one  beintr  of  a  very  complex  character  and  ex- 
tremely irksome  both  to  importers  and  Customs  officials 
when  clearing  goods. 
The  East  London  chemists  asked  for  favourable  considera- 
tion of  these  points  in  the  Commission  report. 
Transvaal. 

A  Welcome  Home. — A  pleasant  and  enjoyable  function 
took  place  at  Johannesburg  on  December  18,  when  a  number 
of  the  past  and  present  pupils  and  friends  of  Mr.  E. 
Macintosh  met  at  his  house  to  welcome  Mrs.  Macintosh 
and  family  on  their  return  from  a  visit  to  Scotland,  and 
to  do  honour  to  a  successful  pharmaceutical  tutor.  Over 
90  per  cent,  of  the  candidates  who  have  passed  the  examina- 
tion of  the  Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board  owe  their  success 
to  the  efficient  coaching  of  Mr.  Macintosh,  whose  success 
and  popularity  seem  to  increase  each  term.  On  behalf  of 
those  present,  Mr.  F.  J.  Baker  presented  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Macintosh  with  a  handsome  piece  of  furniture.  Mr.  Mac- 
intosh thanked  the  donors,  and  expressed  pleasure  at  tho 
fact  that  among  those  present  were  representatives  from 
each  class  he  had  formed  since  the  examinations  in  tho 
Transvaal  began.  It  was  found  that  there  was  plenty  of 
musical  talent  in  the  company,  and  under  the  genial  chair- 
manship of  Mr.  H.  Wheildon  an  entertaining  programme 
was  carried  out.  Messrs.  R.  Neilson,  J.  Jennings,  J. 
Johnston,  F.  J.  Baker,  E.  E.  Snowden,  and  H.  M.  Hether- 
ington  sang  songs  grave  and  gay,  while  Mr.  Cave  Lewis  at 
the  piano  and  Mr.  Baker  with  his  banjo  supplied  instru- 
mental music.

In  Germany  there  are  46,471  students  in  the  universities, 
among  them  7,673  medicals  and  1,696  students  of  phar- 
macy. 

Gone  to  Switzerland. — There  is  at  present  in  Denmark 
a  great  scarcity  of  assistants,  especially  in  the  smaller 
pharmacies.  This  is  attributed  chiefly  to  the  fact  that 
some  thirty  or  forty  Danish  assistants  have  taken  posts  in 
Switzerland,  where  they  are  evidently  replacing  the  German 
unexamined  (uncertificated)  assistants. 

HEROiN-roisoNiNG. — The  proprietor  of  the  Apotheke  in 
Diiben  (Prussia)  has  been  condemned  to  six  weeks'  im- 
prisonment for  causing  death  by  negligence.  On  Septem- 
ber 16,  1907,  the  wife  of  a  pastor  sent  to  the  pharmacy  for  a 
headache-powder.  The  apotheker  gave  in  the  dusk 
0.6  gram  of  heroin  instead  of  phenacetin,  and  the  old  lady 
died  from  the  effects.  At  the  trial  it  was  stated  that  this 
was  the  first  known  case  of  heroin-poisoning. 

Russian  Drugs  and  Chemicals. — The  exports  of  chemi- 
cals and  drugs  from  Russia  in  1907  show  an  increase  on 
previous  years.  The  main  increase  was  in  potashes,  owing, 
it  is  surmised,  to  the  extensive  cultivation  of  sunflower  in 
the  Northern  Caucasus.  There  has  been  considerable 
manufacture  of  alkalies  and  acids  as  well  as  salts,  and  the 
larger  manufacturers  of  soda,  caustic  soda,  etc.,  have  made 
arrangements  as  to  prices.  New  manufactures  have  been 
started  during  the  year,  notably  for  the  manufacture  of 
aniline  from  imported  benzol  and  the.  manufacture  of  liquid 
oxygen. 

New  Hungarian  Denaturant  for  Spirit.  —For  the 
old  denaturing  agent  consisting  of  100  parts  of  wood 
naphtha,  25  parts  of  pyridine  base,  and  1  part  of 
phenolphthalein  (2^  per  cent,  of  the  mixture  being  used), 
the  Hungarian  Finance  Ministry,  says  the  "  Pharmaz. 
Post,"  have  decided  to  use  a  mixture  consisting  of  19  parts 
of  wood  naphtha  spirit,  2.5  parts  of  pyridine  base,  25  parts 
of  benzol,  and  1  part  of  a  compound  the  constituents  of 
which  are  to  be  kept  secret  and  which  can  only  be  obtained 
from  the  Imperial  Agricultural-Chemical  Laboratory,  which 
supplies  it  in  officially-sealed  bottles. 

The  Doctor's  Prescribing. — Considerable  interest  has 
been  manifested  in  the  trial  of  a  doctor  at  Aschaffenburg 
(Bavaria),  who  caused  the  death  of  a  child  by  ignorance  of 
the  formula  of  a  German  Pharmacopoeia  preparation.  He 
attended  a  child,  and  the  father,  not  being  satisfied,  asked 
him  to  call  in  the  district  doctor  in  consultation.  The  latter 
advised  the  administration  of  mixtura  sulfurica  acida,  Ph.G. 
— a  mixture  of  one  part  sulphuric  acid  and  three  parts 
alcohol.  The  doctor  wrote  out  a  prescription  for  150  grams  of 
this  preparation,  with  directions  to  take  "one  teaspoonful 
every  hour."  The  usual  dose  of  this  preparation  is  from  2  to 
15  drops,  strongly  diluted.  After  taking  the  first  dore 
violent  vomiting  occurred,  and  the  child  died  on  the  fol- 
lowing day.  At  the  trial  accused  confessed  that  he  was 
unaware  of  the  composition  of  the  remedy  and  had  no  book 
at  hand  to  look  it  up,  and  he  also  showed  the  prescription 
to  the  other  doctor,  who  made  no  remark.  The  district 
doctor,  however,  denied  having  read  the  prescription,  and 
was  unaware  of  his  colleague's  ignorance  of  the  composi- 
tion. The  experts  laid  stress  on  the  fact  that  accused  had 
omitted  to  confess  his  ignorance  to  the  district  officer  upon 
the  latter  advising  the  use  of  a  remedy  with  which  he  was 
not  familiar,  and  the  Court  imposed  a  fine  of  21.  10s.,  or 
five  days'  imprisonment. 

German  Spirit  Monopoly. — The  "Frankfurter  Zeitung," 
in  a  recent  issue,  supplies  some  further  particulars  as  to  the 
proposed  German  Spirit  Monopoly  Bill.  During  the  last  few 
weeks  rumours  have  been  afloat  as  to  the  abandonment  of 
the  project,  but  these  apparently  have  no  foundation,  as  it 
would  appear  that  the  Secretary  "to  t  he  Treasury,  undeterred 
by  the  opposition  which  he  encounters  on  all  sides,  is  re- 
solved to  introduce  the  Bill.  The  lines  on  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  conduct  the  State  monopoly  have  already  been 
indicated.  It  is  suggested  that  the  State  should  buy  the  raw- 
spirit  from  the  distillers,  rectify  it  in  the  Imperial  stills, 
and  then  pass  it  on  to  the  distilleries,  merchants,  or  publi- 
cans.  Only  quite  small  distilleries  with  a  yearly  production 


up  to  10  hect.  would  remain  outside  the  monopoly  and  b3 
free  to  dispose  of  their  own  spirit.  A  "  spirit  basis  price  " 
proportionate  to  the  average  cost  of  alcohol  production  in 
well-organised  potato  distilleries,  would  be  fixed  and  the 
residue  left  after  distillation  would  be  at  the  disposal  of  the 
distiller.  The  "spirit  purchase  price"  will  not  be  paid  for 
all  spirit,  but  only  for  the  "  contingent"  or  amount  allotted 
to  each  distillery.  A  lower  "purchase  price"  will  be  paid 
for  excess  contingent  spirit,  and  for  the  industrial  dis- 
tilleries there  is  still  a  third  price.  This  tariff  is  adjustable, 
and  the  prices  vary  in  some  thirty  graduations  up  to  12m. 
per  hect.  of  pure  alcohol.  Instead  of  continuing  the  various- 
spirit  taxes  now  in  forco,  the  State  would  sell  the  rectified 
spirit  at  a  price  which  would  insure  a  higher  revenue  than 
that  hitherto  obtained  from  the  taxes  levied.  All  prices 
would  be  fixed  by  the  official  Sale  Bureau,  who.  with  the 
assistance  of  a  council,  would  direct  the  monopoly,  and  the 
terms  of  the  regulations  can  be  modified  to  suit  market  con- 
ditions. The  Bill  also  provides  for  a  number  of  indemnities, 
including  rectifiers  and  officials  connected  with  the  Spirit 
Centrale.  The  distilleries  which  have  hitherto  shared  in 
the  contingent  would  receive,  instead  of  the  former  conces- 
sion, which  will  now  lapse,  10m.  on  every  hectolitre  of  their 
alcohol  for  ten  years.  A  permanent  advance  of  5m.  is  to 
be  guaranteed  to  the  South  German  distillers.  Distinctions 
are  to  be  made  between  agricultural  and  industrial 
distilleries ;  in  the  case  of  the  latter,  10  per  cent,  of  the 
basis  price  may  be  deducted,  and  if  an  agricultural  distillery 
becomes  industrial  it  thereby  loses  part  of  its  "  distilling 
rights  "  or  contingent.  The  denaturing  of  spirit  would  also 
be  taken  over  by  the  State,  and  the  price  fixed  for  the  nexi 
five  years  at  25m.  per  hect.  The  loss  to  the  State  which  this 
will  entail  is  to  be  made  good  by  advancing  the  price  of 
spirit  for  drinking  purposes.  As  regards  export  trade,  it  is 
also  proposed  to  establish  a  lower  selling  price,  though  this 
is  objected  to  on  the  ground  that  foreign  competitors  will 
benefit  by  the  reduction,  to  the  detriment  of  German  per- 
fumers and  varnish  and  chemical  manufacturers.  The  Bill 
meets  with  considerable  opposition  all  round. 


£be  Week's  poisonings. 

ONE  misadventure,  one  apparent  murder,  and  five 
suicides  are  the  toll  of  this  week's  poisonings.  At  Leeds 
Samuel  Wood  (33)  drank  a  solution  of  salt  of  lemon  ii» 
mistake  for  whisky,  with  fatal  results. — At  Dublin,  Mrs. 
Mary  Roche,  who  was  apparently  suffering  from  dementia, 
administered  carbolic  acid  to  herself  and  her  three  children', 
one  of  whom  died. — Daniel  Jackson  (26),  a  Skehnersdalo 
barman,  poisoned  himself  by  drinking  a  corrosive  poison, 
the  exact  nature  of  which  was  not  identified. — John  Lawson 
Brown  (50),  an  Edinburgh  tinsmith,  was  found  dead  on  the 
floor  of  his  house  with  two  empty  laudanum  bottles  on  the- 
table. — At  Malmesbury,  Eloise  Minot  Weld  (28)  poisoned 
herself  with  strychnine. — Two  suicides  were  committed 
with  oxalic  acid — Eleanor  Kate  Brown  (33),  of  Maryle- 
bone,  and  Annie  Wells  (38),  of  Southwark.  At  the  inquest, 
on  the  woman  Wells  evidence  was  given  by  Mr.  Edward 
Walter  Barnes,  chemist  and  druggist,  241  Tooley  Street, 
S.E.,  who  said  the  packet  which  had  been  found  by  the  side- 
of  the  deceased  marked  "Oxalic  acid — Poison,"  had 
evidently  been  obtained  from  his  shop,  but  he  had  no  recol- 
lection of  the  deceased  as  a  customer.  Saturday  is  what  is 
called  "poison  day,"  as  nearly  everyone  comes  for  some  to- 
clean  up  with,  and  he  could  not  identify  one  customer  from 
another.  The  Coroner  (Dr.  Waldo)  remarked  that  the 
poison  comes  under  Schedule  2  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  and 
only  qualified  chemists  and  doctors  may  sell  it. — Mr.  Barnes 
said  a  doctor  must  not  sell  it. — The  Coroner  :  But  he  is- 
privileged  to  do  so  if  he  chooses,  surely? — Witness  :  No; 
the  privilege  remains  with  a  chemist.  If  a  doctor  gives  a 
prescription  the  chemist  can  make  it  up  from  that. — The 
Coroner  :  But  the  doctor  may  sell  also,  surely? — Witness  : 
No.  sir,  I  think  not;  he  is  only  entitled  to  make  up  in  his 
medicine,  not  entitled  to  sell. — The  Coroner  remarked  that 
all  the  requirements  of  the  Act  had  been  carried  out  in  the- 
sale  of  the  acid,  and  he  thanked  Mr.  Barnes  for  his  courtesy 
in  attending  the  inquiry.  [Registered  medical  practi- 
tioners  may  sell  poisons. — Editor  C.  it-  D.] 
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High  Court  Cases. 

Beecham  v.  Stephen  Stephenson. 
In  the  Chancery  Division,  on  Saturday,  January  11,  Mr. 
Justice  Warrington  in  this  case  had  before  him  a  motion 
for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  defendant,  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  of  93  and  270  Kensington,  Liverpool,  from  selling 
or  offering  for  sale  as  "  Beecham's  "  pills  not  manufactured 
by  the  plaintiffs.  Mr.  Martelli,  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs, 
said  this  was  not  like  an  ordinary  case.  The  defendant 
had  been  selling  pills  which  were  not  Mr.  Beecham's  pills 
in  Mr.  Beecham's  boxes  and  with  Mr.  Beecham's  labels. 
The  matter  was  brought  to  plaintiff's  notice  by  an  old  lady 
seventy  years  of  age,  who  had  been  taking  Beecham's  pills 
for  forty  years.  (Laughter.)  She  bought  pills  of  the  de- 
fendant, and  found  they  were  no  good,  and  she  brought  the 
matter  to  the  notice  of  the  plaintiffs,  who  then  bought  pills 
from  the  defendant  as  Beecham's,  which  were  not  theirs. 
The  defendant  did  not  appear.  The  old  lady  had  made 
an  affidavit,  in  the  course  of  which  she  said  she  had  been 
an  habitual  user  of  Beecham's  pills  for  forty  years,  and 
that  she  went  to  the  shop  of  the  defendant  in  Liveipool, 
and  asked  for  a  box  of  Beecham's  piils,  and  got  a  box 
of  pills  bearing  plaintiff's  label  and  the  Government  stamp. 
She  took  the  box  home  and  broke  the  stamp,  and  took  some 
of  the  pills  internally,  but  the  effect  was  not  such  as  she 
had  formerly  experiencad — (laughter) — and  she  suffered 
considerable  pain.  Her  suspicions  were  aroused,  and  she 
wrote  complaining. — His  Lordship  asked  how  the  defendant 
got  the  Government  stamp  on. — Mr.  Martelli  said  they 
'thought  that  he  steamed  the  boxes,  and  got  the  labels 
off. — His  Lordship  granted  an  injunction  until  judgment 
or  further  order,  saying  it  could  be  turned  into  a  per- 
petual injunction  if  the  parties  liked. 

Developing  Films. 
In  the  Chancery  Division,  before  Mr.  Justice  Parker,  on 
Wednesday,  January  15,  the  Standard  Patents  Co.,  Ltd., 
claimed  an  injunction  against  Kodak,  Ltd.,  in  respect  of 
alleged  infringement  of  their  patent  for  development  of 
photographic  films.  Mr.  Buckmaster,  K.C.,  and  Mr. 
Macklin  represented  the  plaintiffs,  and  Mr.  Walter,  K.C., 
and  Mr.  Kerly  appeared  for  the  defendants. 

Mr.  Buckmaster,  K.C.,  in  opening  the  plaintiffs'  case,  said 
that  the  defendants  denied  infringement,  denied  that  the 
•letters  patent  were  good,  and  set  up  a  series  of  alleged 
anticipations.  Counsel  then  explained  how  the  photographic 
image  is  developed,  stating  that  among  the  objections  to 
■the  open  trough  are  the  difficulty  of  manipulating  films  in 
the  light,  the  trouble  and  nuisance  of  constant  observation, 
and  the  risk  of  the  negative  being  spoilt  by  dust  or  air- 
hubbles.  Plaintiffs  claimed  for  their  invention  that  for  the 
first  time  it  enabled  the  development  to  take  place  without 
the  necessity  of  observation  or  manipulation,  or  the  protec- 
tion of  a  dark  room  with  a  red  or  yellow  light.  Expert 
•evidence  having  been  called  in  support  of  the  plaintiffs'  case, 
Mr.  Buckmaster,  K.C.,  had  a  consultation  with  his  clients. 
He  thereafter  informed  the  Court  that  he  had  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  having  regard  to  the  narrow  construction  put 
upon  the  patent  by  the  experts  he  could  not  argue  that  the 
defendants  had  infringed.  Accordingly  he  consented  to  the 
action  being  dismissed  with  costs. — Mr.  Justice  Parker  made 
an  order  accordingly,  and  upon  the  application  of  the  de- 
fendants' counsel  certified  that  the  objections  taken  to  the 
patent  and  dealt  with  were  reasonable. 

Tucker's  Asthma  Cure. 
In  the  King's  Bench  Division  on  Wednesday,  January  15, 
before  Mr.  Justice  Ridley  and  a  special  jury,  the  hearing 
was  commenced  of  the  case  of  Tucker  v.  Wakley  and 
another,  which  was  an  action  by  Mr.  Augustus  Quacken- 
bush  Tucker,  of  Half  Moon  Lane,  Heme  Hill,  against 
the  editor  and  proprietor  of  the  "Lancet"  to  recover 
damages  for  an  alleged  libel  which  appeared  in  that  paper, 
i he  plaintiff  is  the  vendor  in  this  country  of  Dr.  Tucker's 
Asthma  Specific  Inhaler.  The  alleged  libel  was  published 
in  March  1907,  and  was  as  follows  : 

■},QuUaCK^dIert-iser?lents-  In  the  course  of  an  inquest 
neld  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  it  was  stated  that  a 
labourer,  who  had  died  from  consumption,  had  been  using 
ur.  tucker  s  asthma-specihe  inhaler,  for  which  he  had  given" 


according  to  a  newspaper  report  which  has  reached  us,  three 
guineas,  while  the  material  with  which  he  had  sprayed 
himself  cost  him  8s.  an  ounce.  Mr.  J.  F.  Waldo,  the 
Coroner,  rightfully  stigmatised  this  kind  of  dealing  as  a 
fraud,  and  it  is  a  humiliating  thing  for  journalists  to  re- 
member that  such  frauds  could  not  be  committed  with  any 
profit  to  the  quack,  save  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Press. 

The  writer  added  that  the  public  had  only  to  signify  their 
displeasure  at  reading  in  their  journals  invitations  to  be 
"robbed  and  poisoned,"  and  these  invitations  would 
immediately  cease.  The  defendants  pleaded  that  this 
was  fair  comment  on  a  matter  of  public  interest. 

Mr.  Duke,  K.C.,  opened  the  case  for  Mr.  Tucker,  de- 
scribing the  nature  of  his  business,  and  stating  that  he 
supplies  an  atomiser  and  inhalant  free  for  a  fortnight's 
trial.  If  people  wish  to  keep  the  instrument  they  are 
charged  3/.  for  it  and  4  oz.  of  liquid.  Afterwards  they 
are  charged  8.s.  an  oz.  for  the  liquid.  Since  he  had  been 
in  England  Mr.  Tucker  had  supplied  more  than  25,000  of 
the  instruments,  and  about  250  of  those  who  had  taken 
the  instruments  were  members  of  the  medical  profession. 

Evidence  as  to  the  efficacy  of  the  treatment  was  given 
by  Mr.  Alexander  Bateson,  a  barrister ;  Lord  Ashburn- 
ham  (who  used  the  remedy  on  the  recommendation  of  Dr. 
Mitchell  Bruce) ;  and  the  Earl  of  Harewood. 

In  the  course  of  Mr.  Bateson's  evidence,  Mr.  Eldon 
Bankes,  K.C.  (for  the  defendant),  stated  that  "Tucker's 
Specific  is  not  marked  poison,  and  has  been  sold  contrary 
to  the  Pharmacy  Act."  In  the  course  of  his  evidence 
the  plaintiff  said  that  the  man  on  whom  the  inquest  was 
held  was  supplied  with  the  Specific  when  he  applied,  and 
six  months  afterwards  he  applied  for  a  second  instalment. 
In  cross-examination  by  Mr.  Bankes  witness  said  he  did 
not  know  what  the  liquid  contained.  He  was  aware  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act ;  and  on  being  asked 
whether  he  was  prepared  to  dispute  that  the  liquid  con- 
tained a  considerable  amount  of  cocaine  and  atropine,  he 
said  he  knew  nothing  about  it.  He  denied  that  the  cost 
of  the  stuff  was  about  7>d.  per  oz.,  but  admitted  that  in 
one  year  he  might  have  received  19,6412.  gross,  paying  his 
brother  about  5.600/.  ;  but  there  were  large  expenses  for 
carriage,  etc. 

In  reply  to  his  Lordship,  Mr.  Bankes  said  his  case  was 
that  the  liquid  contained  poisons  in  such  quantities  that 
its  indiscriminate  use  was  a  public  danger. 

On  Thursday  the  examination  was  continued,  when  Mr. 
Tucker  stated  that  his  net  property  amounts  to  one-third 
of  the  gross  receipts,  which  in  one  year  amounted  to  19,800/. 

Mr.  Edward  Alfred  Coombes  (Borough  Treasurer,  Ken- 
sington), Mr.  Thomas  Edward  Mansfield  (barrister),  Mr. 
Arthur  Bellfield  (solicitor),  Mr.  James  Alfred  Fort  (an 
assistant  master),  Mr.  Simmons  (barrister)  General  Charles 
Stewart  Laine,  C.B.,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Clarke  (of  Wands- 
worth. Common)  said  they  had  used  the  specific  with  ad- 
vantage. 

Mr.  Eldon  Bankes,  K.C,  in  opening  the  case  for  the 
defence,  referred  to  the  safeguards  of  the  Pharmacy  Act 
in  regard  to  the  sale  of  poisons  and  the  restrictions  im- 
posed upon  chemists  and  druggists.  These  restrictions  were 
stronger  in  the  case  of  cocaine,  which  formed  part  of  this 
specific.  In  the  case  of  cocaine,  chemists  could  only  sell 
it  if  the  purchaser  was  known  or  was  introduced  by  some 
responsible  person.  Analyses  of  samples  showed  that  the 
amount  of  cocaine  varied.  Atropine  and  sodium  nitrate 
were  also  found.  He  characterised  the  sale  of  this  specific 
as  a  "serious  danger  to  the  public,"  and  his  case  was 
that  if  a  man  with  no  medical  skill  or  knowledge  of  the 
constituents  of  the  specific  which  he  sent  out  said  that  the 
stuff  was  harmless  and  encouraged  people  to  use  it  in  un- 
limited quantities,  and  it  was  found  that  it  contained  poison 
in  unlimited  quantities,  then  it  was  fair  to  say  of  that  man 
that  his  system  of  treatment  was  a  fraud  upon  the  public 

Mr.  Willcox,  Home  Office  Analyst,  gave  evidence,  and 
the  hearing  was  adjourned. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Paregoric. 

The  prosecution  of  Frederick  Sheldon,  druggist  and  grocer 
of  212  Hanover  Street,  Sheffield,  on  January  9.  for  selling 
paregoric  was  characterised  by  a  sharp  conflict  of  evidence. 
With  Mr.  Sheldon,  his  assistant,  Albert  Ernest  Scotford 
was  charged,  he  being  the  actual  seller.    The  evidence  for 
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the  prosecution  was  that  a  woman  purchased  3  oz.  of 
paregoric  from  defendant's  shop,  for  which  she  paid  9d. 
On  analysis  the  sample  was  found  to  be  devoid  of  opium. 
The  defence  was  a  denial  that  the  article  was  sold  as  pare- 
goric. Scotford  stated  that  he  told  the  purchaser  that  they 
sold  only  paregoric  substitute.  She  hesitated  when  told  this, 
but  eventually  said  she  would  take  3  oz.  He  alleged  that 
the  minute  the  bottle  was  filled  the  lady  took  it  up  before 
he  had  a  chance  to  label  it,  and  would  not  give  it  him  back. 
Then  the  inspector  came  in.  The  woman,  on  the  other  hand, 
declared  that  the  bottle  was  given  to  her  wrapped  up,  and 
she  denied  that  the  word  "  substitute  "  was  ever  mentioned. 
The  inspector  also  stated  that  the  bottle  was  wrapped  up 
when  he  went  into  the  shop.  So  far  as  Mr.  Sheldon  was 
concerned  it  was  stated  that  he  came  into  the  shop  when  the 
dispute  was  in  progress,  and  at  once  said  that  they  did  not 
sell  paregoric.  After  a  hearing  extending  over  an  hour, 
the  Magistrates  said  they  thought  there  had  been  an  in- 
fringement of  the  law,  and  imposed  fines  of  10s.  in  each  case. 
Notice  of  appeal  was  given. 

County  Court  Cases. 

Dental  Disputes. 
At  Birmingham  County  Court,  on  Friday,  January  10, 
before  Judge  Harington  and  a  jury,  the  trial  was  concluded 
of  an  action  in  which  Annie  Barlow,  domestic  servant, 
claimed  damages  against  Messrs.  Cargill  &  Smith  for 
alleged  negligence  in  extracting  a  tooth.  Mr.  Donald 
Stewart  Cargill,  an  unregistered  practitioner,  who  described 
himself  as  a  tooth-extractor,  was  alleged  to  have  removed  a 
molar  tooth  from  the  plaintiff's  mouth  so  violently  and  un- 
skilfully as  to  have  injured  the  jaw,  and  it  was  further  com- 
plained that  septic  poisoning  ensued,  which  could  only  be 
due  to  an  unclean  condition  of  the  forceps.  Mr.  Emery, 
physician  and  surgeon,  and  Mr.  Frank  Scott,  a  qualified 
dentist,  were  witnesses  for  the  plaintiff,  and  for  the  de- 
fendants evidence  was  given  by  Mr.  Billington,  physician 
and  surgeon,  Mr.  W.  J.  Watson,  dentist,  and  Mr.  Maber- 
ley,  physician  and  surgeon.  They  were  of  opinion  that  the 
septic  poisoning  probably  proceeded  from  the  unsound  tooth 
which  was  removed.  His  Honour  advised  the  jury  that,  so 
far  as  the  legal  aspect  went,  unregistered  practitioners  are 
just  as  much  bound  to  bring  to  bear  a  competent  degree  of 
skill  in  the  treatment  of  patients  as  those  who  are  able  to 
claim  the  highest  qualifications.  The  jury  returned  a 
verdict  for  the  defendants. 

At  the  Blackburn  Court  on  Friday,  January  10,  before  the 
Registrar  (Mr.  J.  N.  Withers),  William  Henry  Gregg, 
formerly  a  chemist,  Archibald  Street,  Mill  Hill,  Blackburn, 
sued  J.  Pratley,  Moorgate  Street,  Hill  Hill,  for  21.  2s. 
balance  for  an  upper  set  of  teeth  supplied  to  his  wife,  1/. 
having  been  paid  when  the  order  was  given.  Mr.  H.  Back- 
house was  for  plaintiff  and  Mr.  J.  Campbell  defended. 
After  a  preliminary  objection  by  Mr.  Campbell  had  been 
disposed  of,  Mr.  Backhouse  opened  for  the  plaintiff,  and 
called  Mr.  Gregg  to  give  evidence.  He  said  he  received  the 
order  for  the  teeth  towards  the  end  of  September,  the  price 
being  3/.  3.s.  In  reply  to  the  Registrar,  he  stated  that  he 
was  a  customer  at  Mrs.  Pratley's  chipped  potato  shop,  and 
in  casual  conversation  learnt  that  she  desired  a  set  of  teeth. 
He  arranged  with  Mr.  Lancaster,  artificial-teeth  manufac- 
turer, Blackburn,  to  extract  the  teeth.  A  stump  or  two 
were  left  in  the  gums,  but  she  objected  to  have  them  re- 
moved. She  agreed,  however,  to  have  a  set  at  3Z.  3.?.,  and  17. 
was  paid  as  a  guarantee  charge.  No  charge  was  made  for 
the  extraction. — The  Registrar  intervened  to  say  that  it 
would  be  ridiculous  to  make  a  set  without  extracting  or 
attending  to  the  stumps  in  some  way. — Plaintiff  repeated 
that  she  declined  to  have  them  out.  An  impression  was 
taken  with  the  stumps  in,  and  when  the  teeth  were  made 
they  articulated  perfectly.  He  advised  defendant  to  leave 
1  he  teeth  in  the  mouth  for  two  or  three  days,  but  in  the  even- 
ing she  returned  complaining  about  the  teeth,  and  on  ex- 
amination later  he  found  the  gums  very  much  swollen,  the 
stumps  being  more  embedded  than  previously.  She  ex- 
plained that  she  had  been  filing  t^e  stumps  with  an  instru- 
ment which  was  somewhat  rusty,  and  inflammation  had  set 
in. — Te  Registrar  sharply  examined  plaintiff,  and  told  him 
that  he  was  not  qualified.  A  "sucker"  was  subsequently 
put  in. — In  cross-examination  plaintiff  said  he  had  been  an 


artificial-teeth  manufacturer  about  six  months,  but  lie  had 
been  "an  impression  taker"  for  twelve  years.  Prior  to 
taking  up  the  work  he  was  a  chemist  and  druggist. — The 
Registrar  :  Were  you  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society? — Plaintiff  :  Yes,  of  Ireland.  Mr.  Lancaster  had 
taught  him  the  dental  art.  He  was  compelled  to  give  up 
the  chemist's  business  owing  to  illness,  and  he  had  done 
nothing  in  particular  since  except  being  an  insurance  agent 
for  a  fortnight. — Mr.  Lancaster  also  gavtv  evidence  in 
support  of  the  claim.  Under  cross-examination  he  admitted 
that  the  "  sucker  "  was  wrongly  fixed. — The  Registrar 
questioned  him  about  his  qualification,  and  ascertained  that 
witness  is  not  a  registered  dentist,  but  he  said  there  are 
many  on  the  register  who  are  no  more  qualified,  whereupon 
the  Registrar  said  :  "  I  am  well  aware  of  the  old  Act,  but 
that  does  not  justify  this  man  (Lancaster)  in  breeding 
artificial-teeth  manufacturers." 

For  the  defence  Mr.  Campbell  said  that  was  one  of  those 
cases  which  demonstrated  the  evil  of  unqualified  men  prac- 
tising. He  had  not  filed  a  counterclaim  for  the  return  of  the 
1/.  deposit,  for  his  client  did  not  wish  it.  He  denied  that 
the  teeth  were  ever  a  fit.  Mrs.  Pratley  bore  out  his  state- 
ments, and  said  that  plaintiff  declared  that  the  stumps 
would  have  to  be  filed  either  by  himself  or  herself,  and  she 
preferred  to  do  it.  She  knew  that  the  plaintiff  was  not  a 
qualified  man,  but  his  wife  had  "puffed"  him  so  in  the 
district  that  she  desired  to  give  him  a  trial. — Mr. 
Bennett,  L.D.S.,  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  impression 
was  a  defective  one,  and  the  "sucker"  was  a  misfit. 
— Replying  to  the  Registrar,  he  said  it  is  not  usual  to  leave 
stumps  of  this  character  in. 

The  Registrar,  without  calling  on  a  further  witness — 
Dr.  Fenton — gave  judgment  for  defendant,  with  the  full 
costs  of  her  witnesses,  and  said  the  public  possibly  thought 
it  cheaper  to  go  to  an  unqualified  rather  than  to  a  qualified 
dentist.  He  had  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  both  Mr.

Mr.  Samuel  W.  Bowne.  were  intimate  friends, 
and  were  together  a  great  deal  in  their  spare  time.  Ihey 
were  anxious  to  get  on.  but  had  no  capital,  and  among  the 
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suggestions  put  forward  for  a  way  to  independence  was  the 
idea  of  making  a  cod-liver  oil  emulsion.  They  began  their 
experiments  in  1873,  and  after  a  great  deal  of  honest 
endeavour  produced  an  emulsion  that  satisfied  them.  With 
this  in  their  spare  time  they  called  upon  doctors,  getting 
them  to  prescribe  it,  and  upon  chemists  whom  they  induced 
to  stock  it ;  but  it  was  not  until  1880  that  they  began  to 
advertise.   Four  years  later,  to  quote  the  article  referred  to, 

Scott's  Emulsion  came  to  England.  It  was  almost  a 
tentative  effort,  but  it  came  and  stayed.  In  1888  it  found 
its  way  to  Spain,  and  a  laboratory  being  fitted  up  there  in 
Barcelona,  another  Latin  country  was  attacked  in  Italy, 
where  there  is  an  excellent  branch  in  Milan.  Two  years 
later  Paris  opened  its  doors,  and  there  now  Scott's  Emulsion 
has  one  of  the  most  advanced  pharmaceutical  laboratories 
in  the  world.  ...  A  branch  was  opened  in  Portugal  in  1890. 
...  In  1895  Mr.  Scott  and  Mr.  Bowne  dissolved  partner- 
ship, Mr.  Bowne  taking  the  Americas  and  Mr.  Scott  the 
rest  of  the  world  .  .  .  consolidating  the  European  interests 
in  the  organisation  Scott  &  Bowne,  Ltd.,  his  friend,  Mr. 
R.  J.  Davis,  taking  charge  of  the  London  headquarters. 
The  European  branches  were  completed  with  one  in  Switzer- 
land, opened  in  1900,  and  at  Frankfurt,  in  Germany,  a  year 
later.  In  the  same  year  a  laboratory  was  opened  at 
Sydney,  N.S.W.,  to  supply  the  Antipodes. 

Since  then  a  branch  has  also  been  opened  at  Budapest.  It 
was  to  make  his  visitation  of  the  Continental  branches  easier 
that  Mr.  Scott  took  up  residence  some  years  ago  in  Geneva. 
He  is  survived  by  Mrs.  Scott,  Mr.  A.  B.  Scott,  jun.,  and 
Mrs.  James  S.  Anthony,  of  New  York.

Mexican  Bismuth. — Although  bismuth  is  not  a  metal  which 
has  been  discovered  in  payable  quantities  and  quality  in 
Mexico,  a  property  has  been  located  at  Guanajuato  which  is 
considered  very  hopeful,  and  other  discoveries  that  have 
recently  been  made  point  to  more  or  less  extensive  deposits. 

Among  the  exports  from  Tarragona  during  1906  were 
tartar,  280  tons  (1905,  405  tons);  olive  oil,  4,640  tons  (1905, 
11,340  tons);  liquorice-root,  400  bundles  (1905,  1.562  bundles)  ; 
and  bleaching-powder,  1,098  tons  (1905,  992  tons).  Among  the 
imports  last  year  were  205,290  kilos,  sulphate  of  copper, 
366,355  kilos,  caustic  soda,  and  55,367  kilos,  other  chemical 
products. 

Japanese  Antimony.— The  production  of  antimony  in  Japan 
is  steadily  decreasing.  In  1896  1,300  tons,  valued  at  $115,000, 
were  produced,  but  in  1905  the  output  was  less  than  300  tons, 
valued  at  $45,000.  In  former  years  antimony  ores  were  im- 
ported chiefly  from  China,  refined  in  Japan,  and  then  re- 
exported to  China.  The  figures  for  1906  are  $57,680  for  im- 
ports and  $102,680  for  exports.

Pharmacy  Legislation 

is  the  topic  of  the  moment,  and  no 
news  from  the  Bloomsbury  Bill  factory  is  a  little  surprising. 
The  House  of  Commons  will  feel  lost  if  the  familiar  title 
of  a  Pharmacy  Bill  is  not  among  the  list  of  perennially 
hopeless  documents  which  greet  its  members  annually.  If 
a  few  new  decorations  for  the  old  Bill  are  what  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  are  waiting  for,  Birkenhead  and  Dews- 
bury  have  shown  a  willingness  to  oblige.  The  first-named 
Association  voices  the  not  impracticable  proposal  of  re- 
serving the  title  pharmacist  to  all  qualified  persons  as 
a  substitute  for  chemist  and  druggist.  It  may  be,  however, 
that  the  public  would  still  look  for  the  old  legend,  and 
would  think  that  the  new  one  meant  higher  prices.  In 
any  case  why  should  we  surrender  so  amiably  a  property 
which  we  have  made  valuable  to  a  certain  extent  because 
somebody  else  has  taken  a  fancy  to  it  ?  The  Dewsbury 
suggestion  of  transferring  the  administration  of  the  penal 
sections  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  to  the  police  or  the  Privy 
Council  does  not  shine  by  the  light  of  its  inherent  wisdom. 
Six  months  after  the  accomplishment  of  this  purpose 
Dewsbury  and  the  rest  of  Great  Britain  would  be  com- 
plaining either  of  King  Log  or  of  King  Stork. 

The  Pharmacy  Board  of  New  South  Wales 

has  no  sympathy  with 
our  various  little  schemes  of  amelioration.  It  wants  one 
grand  Imperial  brotherhood  of  pharmacy,  and  is  good 
enough  to  explain  just  how  this  may  be  brought  about.  In 
the  main  I  agree  with  Sydney.  It  is  absurd  to  say  a  percon 
is  competent  to  sell  poisons  in  one  part  of  the  Empire,  and 
that  it  is  dangerous  for  him  to  do  so  in  other  parts.  But 
if  Sydney  will  accept  my  advice  the  Pharmacy  Board  there 
will  go  to  the  proper  Minister  of  the  Commonwealth  and 
get  a  strong  letter  written  to  the  Colonial  Office  here.  Lord 
Elgin  will  not  know  what  it  is  about,  but  he  will  ask  the 
Under-Secretary  (who  knows  everything)  ;  they  will  then 
communicate  with  the  Board  of  Trade,  the  Board  of  Trade 
will  send  them  to  the  Home  Office,  the  Home  Office  will 
ask  Sir  Thomas  Stevenson,  he  will  direct  them  to  the  Privy 
Council,  and  at  last  Lord  Crewe  will  hand  the  paper  to  Mr. 
Almeric  FitzR.oy,  the  gentleman  who  graciously  under- 
takes to  control  the  pharmaceutical  affairs  of  this  country 
for  us.  The  opinions  of  the  Chief  Secretary  for  Ireland 
and  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India  will  have  to  be 
taken,  so  that  New  South  Wales  will  be  educating  the 
greater  part  of  our  Cabinet. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Caravan 

is  evidently  freighted  with  the 
right  sort  of  missionary  zeal.  It  is  to  be  courageously 
wheeled  to  the  hostile  banks  of  the  Avon,  and  from  that 
centre  is  to  spread  the  light  through  the  indifferent  gloom 
of  Gloucestershire  and  Somersetshire.  The  Vice-President 
says  he  will  deliver  his  message  in  Bristol  even  if  there 
are  as  many  devils  in  that  city  as  there  are  tiles  on  the 
houses,  or  words  to  that  effect.  That  is  the  spirit  in  which 
causes  are  won,  but  just  now  nobody  knows  exactly  what 
is  the  cause  for  which  we  are  being  organised,  or  the  nature, 
substance,  and  quality  of  the  light  which  is  being  so 
heroically  disseminated.  Equally  mysterious  is  the  origin 
of  the  dark  cloud  in  which  apparently  the  western  city  is 
enveloped.  Bristol  was  at  one  time  the  very  holy  city  of 
pharmacy,    where    Schacht,    and    Stoddart,    and  Giles 


preached  the  loftiest  ethics.  The  religion  of  the  Curri- 
culum is  understood  to  have  crystallised  out  there.  Now

manage  its  own  affairs  without  the  assistance  of  London. 
Why,  this  is  a  revolt,  as  Louis  XVI.  said  when  he  was  told 
of  the  destruction  of  the  Bastille. 
Chemists'  Counters 

in  the  early  Victorian  era,  if  I  remember 
them  correctly,  were  broad  expanses  of  mahogany  with  an 
old,  almost  opaque,  showcase  at  one  end,  and  generally  the 
scales  at  the  other  end  in  full  view  of  the  purchaser,  which 
was  then  considered  his  right.  It  was  certainly  easier  to 
do  business  across  a  counter  like  that  than  over  the  perilous 
structures  which  elegant  pharmacy  has  brought  with  it. 
Jay  Mack's  picture  of  the  customer  balancing  a  sixpence 
on  the  facet  of  the  cut  stopper  of  a  perfume-bottle  is  not 
at  all  far-fetched ;  but  it  wants  completing  by  representing 
the  purchaser  as  a  lady  with  a  baby  on  one  arm,  a  basket 
on  the  other,  and  a  shawl  over  all.  It  is  hardly  her  fault 
if  the  premises  should  become  odorous  with  Jockey  Club. 
It  cannot  be  doubted  that  the  counter-display  pays.  Five 
idle  minutes  in  front  of  a  tastily  set-out  counter  are  dan- 
gerous for  the  young  man  whose  sweetheart  has  a  weak- 
ness for  a  scented  handkerchief  ;  for  the  matron  who  is 
reminded  of  the  pleasant  flavour  of  vanilla;  for  the  old 
gentleman  attracted  by  the  eloquent  label  which  tells  him 
how  he  is  neglecting  his  long-suffering  liver.  J.  M.'s. 
remedy  for  the  over-crowded  counter  is  the  homoeopathic 
one  of  providing  an  additional  piece  of  counter-furniture. 
I  do  not  quite  see  how  this  is  going  to  work  successfully ; 
but  anyway  I  second  his  plea  for  a  little  square  of  flat 
space  whereon  the  transaction  between  the  buyer  and  seller 
may  be  conveniently  completed. 
Quicksilver, 

according  to  the  C.  <L-  D.  Trade  Report,  is 
consumed  in  the  United  Kingdom  to  the  extent  of  about. 
13.000  bottles  annually.  It  would  be  very  interesting  to 
ascertain  what  proportion  of  that  is  taken  as  medicine, 
and  whether  the  therapeutical  requirements  are  on  the 
increase  or  otherwise.  From  an  old  table  I  find  that  in 
the  ten  years  1830-39  (when  there  was  a  duty  of  Id.  per 
lb.  on  it,  so  that  the  figures  were  exactly  ascertainable) 
the  quantity  retained  for  home  consumption  was  2,600,158 
lbs.,  or,  reckoning  the  bottle  at  84  lbs.,  an  average  of 
3,214  bottles  a  year.  No  doubt  much  more  is  now  used 
in  the  arts,  but  it  looks  as  if  the  medical  demand  must 
have  advanced  also. 

Chloroform  Fatalities 

call  loudly  for  investigation.  An  average 
of  six  a  year  at  one  London  hospital  is  a  heavy  toll  to  pay. 
and  it  ought  to  be  reducible.  Referring  to  the  penultimate 
case  at  Guy's,  Dr.  J.  McNamara,  of  London,  wrote  in  the 
"  British  Medical  Journal  "  of  December  28,  1907,  stating 
that  London  has  a  terrible  pre-eminence  in  these  tragedies. 
In  Ireland  and  America,  he  added,  death  under  an 
anaesthetic  is  extremely  rare.  In  those  countries  ether  is 
almost  exclusively  used.  No  reply  to  that  letter  has 
appeared  since. 

The  Middlesex  Analyst 

is  probably  a  very  rich  man,  but  he 
need  not  be  ostentatious.  "  If  I  found  half  a  sovereign  in 
soda-water  I  should  call  it  dirt,"  he  told  the  Brentford 
Magistrates.

EMtorial  Comments. 


Pharmacy  Legislation. 

III. — The  Educational  Problem. 

It  is  stated  in  the  memorandum  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill  pre- 
pared by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  that  one  of  its  objects 
is  :  "To  facilitate  the  examination  of  persons  desiring  to 
qualify  as  chemists  and  druggists,  and  to  enable  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  to  accept  certain  certificates  of  kindred 
bodies  in  lieu  of  examination."  This  is  the  sugar-coating 
of  the  compulsory-curriculum  proposal,  which  in  these  later 
days  has  been  recoated  by  associating  with  it  suggestions  for 
dividing  the  Minor  examination  and  for  instituting  reci- 
procity of  diplomas  with  pharmaceutical  bodies  in  other 
parts  of~the  British  Empire.  Clause  10  of  the  Bill  is,  of 
course,  permissive,  but  it  is  perfectly  well  understood  that 
as  soon  as  the  powers  are  obtained  the  examiners  will  forth- 
with proceed  to  formulate  the  curriculum  conditions  with 
which  Minor  candidates  shall  conform.  We  consider  that 
there  is  ground  for  public  inquiry  before  this  clause  is  pro- 
ceeded with.  What  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  propose 
to  do  is  to  ensure  the  proper  education  of  pharmacists,  a 
commendable  proceeding,  but  they  start  at  the  wrong  end 
by  applying  the  amendment  to  the  1868  Act,  which  refers 
chiefly  to  chemists  and  druggists,  who  are  not  pharmacists 
in  the  legal  acceptance  of  the  term.  This  may  seem  like 
hair-splitting,  but  it  is  an  incontestable  fact;  every  Minor 
man  knows  that  his  training  for  the  statutory  qualification 
has  been  that  of  a  pharmacist,  and  everybody  is  aware  that 
the  object  of  the  compulsory  curriculum  is  to  obtain,  if 
possible,  more  efficient  pharmacists  through  the  Minor  ex- 
amination. But  this  is  a  perversion  of  the  intention  of 
the  1868  Act  in  one  important  particular,  inasmuch  as  the 
class  provided  for  therein  is  purposely  lower  than  the  grade 
of  pharmacist  or  pharmaceutical  chemist  created  in  1852. 
The  public  need  in  1868  was  for  a  lower  qualuication ;  that 
need  has  increased  year  by  year  during  four  decades,  and 
the  Privy  Council  and  Board  of  Agriculture  have  convinced 
Conservative  and  Liberal  Governments  that  the  need  is  so 
pressing  now  as  not  to  be  met  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  ^ 
and  to  require  important  modification  of  the  principles  of 
the  1868  Act.  Is  this  an  appropriate  time  to  urge  that  the 
qualified  and  registered  retailers  of  poisons  should  be 
elevated  still  further  from  their  statutory  duties  by  col- 
legiate or  University  training?  We  consider,  rather,  that 
the  time  is  appropriate  for  harking  back  to  the  first  prin- 
ciples of  1868,  when  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  charged 
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with  the  task  of  providing  the  public  with  registered  re- 
tailers. It  has  done  that,  but  they  are  something  more,  and 
largely  owing  to  their  superior  training  certain  parts  of 
the  poison-business  have  slipped  through  their  hands.  For 
the  safety  of  the  public  we  must  be  brought  back  to  a 
legal  basis;  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  recognise 
that  it  is  its  business  to  do  this,  as  well  as  to  provide  the 
public  with  pharmacists.  Our  suggestion  is  that  if  Par- 
liament agrees  that  the  compounding  or  dispensing  of 
medical  prescriptions  should  bo  entrusted  to  registered 
persons,  such  persons  may  reasonably  be  required  to  go 
through  systematic  training  in  the  subjects  of  the  qualify- 
ing examination ;  but  as  the  public  demand  for  this  service 
from  registered  persons  is  small  compared  with  the  calls 
for  retail  quantities  of  poisons,  the  curriculum  should  not 
be  required  in  this  case,  and  the  examination  should  revert 
to  what  it  was  when  the  1868  Act  passed.  All  who  are  on 
the  present  register,  having  proved  their  competence  as  dis- 
pensers, would  doubtless  require  preferential  treatment,  as 
by  receiving  the  title  "pharmacist,"  while  the  lower  grade 
might  be  accepted  by  the  Government  as  a  practical  solution 
of  the  difficulty  they  believe  to  exist  in  the  supply  of  agri- 
cultural, horticultural,  and  industrial  poisons.  The  basis 
of  reciprocity  would  then  be  the  qualification  of  the  "  phar- 
macist," and  those  in  the  retail  drug-trade  at  home  would 
have  the  opportunity  of  qualifying  for  the  branch  of  trade 
in  which  they  have  been  brought  up,  or  which  they  desire 
to  follow. 


British  Trade  in  New  Zealand. 

Mr.  E.  J.  Jeffray,  who  visited  New  Zealand  in  1906  as 
commissioner  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trade's  Commercial 
Intelligence  Committee,  has  collected  miterials  on  the  con- 
dition and  prospects  of  British  trade  in  that  colony,  which 
form  the  basis  of  a  report  issued  as  a  Blue-book  [Col.  3,867, 
price  8d.].  Wellington,  Auckland,  Christchurch,  Dunedin, 
Nelson,  Westport,  and  Greymouth  were  visited,  and  the 
report  contains  the  latest  available  information  as  to  the 
■course  of  trade  of  the  Dominion.  The  principal  conclusions 
which  Mr.  Jeffray  draws  are  : 

The  Dominion  of  New  Zealand  presents  a  market  which, 
though  small  in  comparison  with  Canada,  Australia,  or 
South  Africa,  is  yet  considerable,  is  steadily  expanding,  and 
presents  great  possibilities  for  the  future.  In  that  market 
British  merchants  and  manufacturers  have  by  far  the 
•greatest  share,  and  although  that  share  did  decline  slowly  for 
some  years,  the  downward  movement  appears  to  have  been 
checked  since  1902. 

This  improvement  is  undoubtedly  due  in  part  to  the 
greater  energy  displayed  by  British  manufacturers  and 
traders,  who  have  succeeded  in  some  instances  in  recovering 
ground  which  they  had  lost ;  and  to  some  extent  also  to  the 
ieffect  of  the  preferential  arrangements  made  in  1903.  It 
may  be  noted  that  while  the  new  tariff  of  New  Zealand  does 
not,  except  in  a  few  cases,  lower  the  barriers  against  im- 
ports from  the  United  Kingdom  and  British  Possessions,  it 
increases  the  advantage  which  British  traders  enjoy  over 
against  their  foreign  rivals. 

There  is,  however,  considerable  and  active  foreign  compe- 
tition from  the  United  States,  Germany,  France,  and  Bel- 
gium, and  there  are  a  few  classes  of  goods  which  the  United 
Kingdom  might  supply  in  which  the  trade  is  held  almost 
•entirely  by  foieign  countries.  But  with  the  exercise  of 
reasonable  vigilance  and  attention  to  the  desires,  and  per- 
haps the  prejudices,  of  the  consumers,  there  is  no  reason, 
tsays  the  report,  why  British  traders  should  not  maintain, 
and  even  improve,  their  position  in  the  New  Zealand  market. 
Agriculture  in  one  form  or  another  must  long  remain  the 
predominant  interest  in  New  Zealand,  but  manufacturing 
industries  have  been  established,  and  strenuous  efforts  are 
toeing  made  to  develop  them,  both  by  the  tariff  policy  and 


by  other  forms  of  Government  encouragement.  Meanwhile 
the  development  of  the  overseas  trade  has  been  marked  and 
continuous,  as  the  following  figures  (exclusive  of  specie) 
show  :

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  November  1903  New  Zealand 
rrranted  preferential  treatment  to  certain  classes  of  British 
goods,  and  the  following  table,  which  gives  the  imports  of 
articles  subject  to  preference,  illustrates  the  results  :

The  result  is  obvious.  In  regard  to  the  tariff  which  was 
introduced  in  July  1907  and  since  adopted,  the  opinion  is 
expressed  that  this 


must  have  a  considerable  effect  on  British  trade  as  a 
result  of  the  additional  preference  granted,  particularly  on 
food  commodities,  drugs,  chemicals,  medicines  .  .  .  and 
numerous  miscellaneous  articles. 

But,  as  we  pointed  out  at  the  time,  the  duties  on  medicinal 
preparations,  drugs,  druggists'  sundries,  and  apothecaries' 
wares  coming  from  the  United  Kingdom  were  first  advanced 
from  15  per  cent,  to  20  per  cent,  before  the  additional  15  per 
cent,  was  placed  on  foreign  products.  These  rates  do  not, 
however,  come  into  force  until  March  31,  1908.  In  dealing 
with  foreign  competition  in  the  New  Zealand  market  Mr. 
Jeffray  makes  no  reference  to  the  drug  and  chemical  trades, 
the  nearest  approach  to  them  being  a  brief  paragraph  on 
'"oils,"  the  supply  of  kerosene  coming  entirely  from 
the  United  States,  which  also  supplies  the  greater  part  of 
the  turpentine.  Bengal  has  a  practical  monopoly  in  castor 
oil,  and  in  regard  to  "  other  kinds  of  oil  "  (with  the  excep- 
tion of  linseed)  foreign  countries  (chiefly  the  United  States) 
and  British  possessions  furnish  more  than  three-quarters  of 
the  total.  Artificial  manures  appear  to  come  largely  from 
Germany,  and  recently  considerable  quantities  of  super- 
phosphates have  been  imported  from  Japan,  this  having  a 
higher  percentage  of  phosphoric  acid,  and  it  is  supplied  at 
about  10  per  cent,  less  than  the  British  product.  There  is 
no  direct  steamship  line  between  the  Continent  and  New 
Zealand,  and  in  most  cases  goods  are  shipped  via  London. 
In  order  to  diminish  the  possibility  of  steamers  being  run 
direct  from  the  Continent,  British  lines  accept  the  same,  or 
even  lower,  rates,  as  occasion  requires.  That  this  country 
has  by  far  the  bulk  of  the  New  Zealand  trade  in  drugs, 
chemicals,  and  apothecaries'  wares  is  evident  from  the  fact 
that  out  of  the  1906  imports,  amounting  to  316,173Z.,  no  less 
than  260,545Z.  worth  came  from  the  British  Empire — viz., 
United  Kingdom,  194,995Z.  ;  Australia,  64,77UZ.  ;  and  other 
British  possessions,  7801.  The  United  States  in  1906  shipped 
17,056Z.  worth,  Germany  6,178?. ,  and  other  foreign  coun- 
tries 32,394Z.  worth.  With  the  aid  of  a  10  per  cent,  duty 
in  favour  of  this  country,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  already 
favourable  results  achieved  by  British  druggists  should  not 
be  yet  more  marked  in  future. 
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Cod-liver  Oil  Emulsion. 

The  death  of  Mr.  A.  B.  Scott,  the  co-originator  of  the 
world-famed  emulsion,  recalls  some  incidents  respecting 
the  emulsion  method  of  administering  cod-liver  oil 
Neither  Mr.  Scott  nor  Mr.  Bowne  ever  claimed  to  be  the 
originators  of  cod-liver  oil  emulsion,  but  a  search  of  the 
literature  of  pharmacy  shows  that  they  entered  the  field 
at  a  time  (1873)  when  the  emulsion  was  in  its  embryonic 
stage,  and  was  still'  not  called  by  that  name.  Moreover, 
to  them  appears  to  belong  the  distinction  of  combining  the 
two  gums  (acacia  and  tragacanth)  in  order  to  form  the 
emulsion.  The  first  formula  that  we  have  been  able  to 
trace  was  communicated  anonymously  to  the  "  Phar. 
Jour.,"  April  1870,  "as  an  admirable  recipe  for 
a  preparation  that  is  somewhat  extensively  vended  in 
several  parts  of  the  country  under  the  alluring  title  of 
'cod-liver  cream.'"  In  this  a  quarter  of  an  ounce  of 
tragacanth  was  made  into  a  mucilage  with  16  oz.  of  cold 
water,  and  shaken  with  an  equal  proportion  of  cod-liver 
oil ;  it  was  then  sweetened  and  flavoured  with  essence  of 
lemon  and  almonds,  one  drop  to  each  ounce,  and  a  triilo 
of  oil  of  cassia.  The  first  formula  containing  acacia  was 
that  of  Mr.  Edward  Chiles  ("Amer.  Jour.  Phar."  and 
C.  &  D.,  June  1873),  as  follows  : 

Take  of  gum  arabic  3ij-i  water  3*  J  -  •  syrup  of  lactophos- 
phate  of  lime  5vi-»  cod-liver  oil  3viij.,  essential  oil  of 
almonds  six  drops;  rub  the  gum,  water,  and  syrup  together 
until  a  smooth  mucilage  is  made,  then  add  the  oil  gradually 
with  constant  stirring,  and  lastly  the  oil  of  almonds. 

This  obviously  provides  an  emulsion,  but  it  was  not  so- 
called.  We  next  learn  from  the  C.  ct-  D.,  April  15,  1874, 
that  the  following  formula  for  "  ferruginous  syrup  of  cod- 
liver  oil  "  was  much  esteemed  in  Germany  : 

Powdered  gum  arabic   68  parts 

Distilled  water     ...       ...       ...    60  parts 

Syrup  of  lactophosphate  of  iron  180  parts 
Bleached  cod-liver  oil  ...       ...    250  parts 

Essence  of  bitter  almonds     ...     6  parts 

A  similar  preparation  of  Delpech's  (also  quoted)  con- 
tained magnesia  in  addition  to  gum,  and  cherry-laurel 
and  orange-flower  waters  as  flavouring.  It  is  apparent 
that  the  above  is  substantially  Mr.  Chiles'  formula.  Mr. 
W.  M.  Rice,  jun.  ("Amer.  Jour.  Phar."  and  "Year-book," 
1874),  seems  to  have  been  the  first  publicly  to  describe  his 
formula  as  for  "Emulsion  of  Cod-liver  Oil."  It  was  as 
follows  :

This  is  a  modification  of  the  1870  recipe.  We  have  also 
to  go  across  the  Atlantic,  this  time  to  Canada,  in  order 
to  find  the  first  mention  of  "cod-liver  oil  emulsion  with 
hypophosphites,"  the  following  formula  having  been  con- 
tributed to  the  "Canadian  Phar.  Journal"  late  in  1874  :

Glycerin

Rub  the  tragacanth  with  the  glycerin,  and  add  the  water 
gradually.    To  this  mucilage  add  the  following  solution  :

The  product  measures  37  oz.,  and  to  make  the  emulsion  add 
an  equal  bulk  of  cod-liver  oil. 

In  Great  Britain  the  popular  emulsion  of  the 
'seventies  was  a  tragacanth  one,  and  at  that  time  Mr. 
James  Mackenzie,  of  Edinburgh,  made  a  preparation  of 
this  type  which  had  an  immense  sale.  The  remarkable 
points  about  the  success  of  Scott's  Emulsion  are  (1)  it  is 
not  a  secret  preparation,  and  (2)  it  has  become  popular 
in  face  of  the  fact  that  cod-liver  oil  emulsions  are  uni- 
versally made  and  sold  by  chemists. 


The  Public  Trustee  and  Chemists. 

In  our  issue  of  January  4  we  called  attention  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Public  Trustee  and  Executor  Act,  1906, 
which  came  into  force  on  January  1,  and  expressed  the 
opinion  that  registered  chemists  may  take  advantage  of 
its  provisions.  We  have  since  ascertained  that  the  special 
conditions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  contained  in  Sec- 
tion 16  required  consideration,  and  accordingly  we  sub- 
mitted a  statement  of  the  chemists'  case  to  Mr.  C.  J. 
Stewart,  the  Public  Trustee.  We  have  received  a 
courteous  reply,  in  which  he  says  : 

I  see  no  reason  why  the  Public  Trustee  should  not  act  as 
executor  and  trustee  under  the  will  of  a  chemist  and  drug- 
gist or  pharmaceutical  chemist.  As  I  understand  it,  such 
persons  might  desire  that  their  business  be  carried  on  after 
their  death,  and  I  have  the  same  powers  to  carry  on  the 
business  as  a  chemist  as  I  possess  with  respect  to  any  other 
business.  With  regard  to  my  accepting  trusts  involving 
the  management  of  a  business,  the  general  rule  is  that  I 
must  not  carry  it  on  for  a  longer  period  than  eighteen 
months.  But,  of  course,  if  it  can  be  shown  that  I  should  be 
incurring  practically  no  risk  in  so  doing,  an  exception 
might  be  made.  The  above  relates  to  my  appointment  as 
ordinary  trustee,  but  if  I  were  appointed  merely  as  cus- 
todian trustee — that  is,  to  take  care  of  the  capital  in  the 
business — it  would  be  necessary  to  appoint  ordinary  execu- 
tors and  trustees  to  direct  the  assistant  appointed  as  to  the 
manner  in  which  the  business  should  be  conducted.  If  ap- 
pointed in  this  latter  capacity  there  is  nothing  to  prevent 
my  acting  indefinitely  in  connection  with  a  chemist's 
business. 

This  statement  makes  the  position  clear.  Those  of  our 
readers  who  desire  to  take  advantage  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  should  get  from  the  Public  Trustee  Offices,  3  and  4 
Clement's  Inn,  Strand,  London,  W.C.,  a  copy  of  the 
"  Memorandum  as  to  the  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Public 
Trustee,"  which  contains  interesting  information  regard- 
ing the  devising  of  property,  and  the  protection  of  the 
interests  of  successors.  The  whole  object  of  the  Act  is 
security,  and  at  small  cost  it  greatly  facilitates  matters 
to  those  who  are  left  behind. 

"Chemists'  Big  Dispute.'' 
This  is  the  title  that  the  "  Daily  Graphic  "  gives  to  the 
first  article  in  its  issue  of  January  15.  Our  contemporary 
usually  avoids  scare  headlines,  but  on  this  occasion  it  in- 
dulges thus:  "Manufacturers  and  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society."  "A  Question  of  Cheap  Substitutes."  There 
are  also  such  sub-titles  as  "  The  Offending  Volume,"  "  The 
Safety  of  the  Patient,"  "  Crude  Drugs  versus  Refined 
Products,"  "To  the  Detriment  of  the  Chemist,"  and 
"  Action  under  Discussion."  The  article  states  that  about 
thirty  firms  (British,  American,  and  German)  have  formed 
an  association  for  the  purpose  of  defending  their  interests 
as  regards  the  "British  Pharmaceutical  Codex"  recently 
published  by  the  Society.  They  make  the  following  among 
other  charges  against  the  book  : 

(1)  That  it  teems  with  errors  as  regards  their  standard, 
preparations  ;  (2j  that  it  is  an  attempt  to  legalise  substitu- 
tion by  showing  chemists  how  to  prepare  and  offer,  as  equal, 
to  standard  preparations,  articles  which  are  merely  cheap 
imitations;  and  (3)  that  the  result  would  be  not  only  harm- 
ful to  the  interests  of  the  manufacturers  and  the  chemists, 
but  dangerous  to  the  public  and  injurious  to  the  reputation, 
of  the  medical  profession. 
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Several  inaccuracies  are  mentioned,  and  it  is  added  that 
the  manufacturers  (who  represent  a  capital  of  20,000,000/.) 
are  now  meeting  and  considering  in  what  way  they  can 
assist  one  another  in  protecting  the  chemists  and  the  medical 
profession  and  their  patients  against  the  effects  produced 
by  the  circulation  of  the  "  Codex."  An  official  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  interviewed  about  the  matter, 
and  he  spoke  of  the  high  aims  and  great  value  of  the 
"  Codex,"  telling  the  interviewer  that  it  is  "  the  result  of 
four  years'  work,  in  which  the  Council  had  the  assistance 
of  the  leading  pharmaceutical  chemists  in  the  country  (sic) 
.  .  .  He  believed  the  opposition  came  chiefly  from 
German  firms."  This  is  an  effective  bit  of  publicity,  but 
it  is  paltry  and  poor  business  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  its  Council  to  be  dragged  into  a  dispute  about  a  book 
for  which  they  are  really  not  directly  though  technically 
responsible.  The  Council  was  probably  unwise  to  give  its 
authority  in  advance  to  a  thing  which,  after  all,  is  the 
work  of  a  few  individuals  whose  judgment  alone  is  now 
called  in  question ;  but  if,  as  is  rumoured,  litigation  arises, 
the  twenty-one  gentlemen  constituting  the  Council  will  be 
the  defendants. 

Sulphurous  Acid  in  Food. 

Sulphurous  acid  is  employed  in  many  technical  operations 
in  the  preparation  of  wines,  of  evaporated  or  desiccated 
fruits,  and  in  the  manufacture  of  molasses.  This  led  to  the 
investigation  of  the  effect  of  sulphurous  acid  and  sulphites 
upon  digestion  and  health  by  Dr.  H.  W.Wiley,  chief  chemist 
to  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  In  a 
report  issued  in  November  last  Dr.  Wiley  details  the  result 
of  his  experiments,  and  a  careful  consideration  of  the  data 
leads  him  to  the  conclusion  that  "the  administration  of 
sulphurous  acid  in  the  food,  either  in  the  form  of  sulphurous 
acid  gas  in  solution  or  in  the  form  of  sulphites,  is  objection- 
able and  produces  serious  disturbances  of  the  metabolic 
functions  and  injury  to  digestion  and  health."  This 
injury  is  exhibited  in  various  ways,  both  in  the  production 
of  clinical  symptoms  indicating  serious  disturbances,  malaise, 
and  positive  suffering,  and  also  by  inducing  certain  changes 
in  the  metabolic  processes  which  are  not  manifested  in  the 
ordinary  clinical  symptoms,  and  are  only  defected  by 
chemical  and  microscopical  examination  of  the  excretory 
products.  The  evidence  adduced  shows  a  harmful  effect 
upon  the  structure  of  the  kidney  and  a  tendency  to  the 
production  of  albuminuria.  It  also  tends  to  diminish  the 
number  of  red  and  white  corpuscles,  and  thus  to  impoverish 
the  blood,  and  the  verdict  of  Dr.  Wiley  is  distinctly  against 
the  use  of  this  preservative  in  any  quantity  or  for  any  period 
of  time,  and  indicates  the  desirability  of  avoiding  the 
addition  of  any  form  of  sulphurous  acid  to  products  intended 
for  human  food.

WHAT  is ^  usually  described  as  "oleum  amygdake 
persic."  is  the  oil  expressed  from  either  peach  or 
apricot  kernels  or  a  mixture  of  both.  Owing  to  the  present 
scarcity  of  these  kernels,  considerable  quantities  of  adul- 
terated oils  and  substitutes  are  being  offered  on  the  market. 
The  principal  adulterant  which,  I  believe,  is  now  being  used 
is  refined  poppy-seed  oil,  which  can  be  bought  at  less  than 
half  the  price  of  the  pure  peach  or  apricot  kernel  oil.  This 
can  easily  be  detected  by  the  iodine-value,  which  is 
materially  increased  by  the  addition  of  poppy-seed  oil. 
Unfortunately  these  oils  are  guaranteed  genuine  'By  the 
foreign  sellers,  and  my  principals,  Messrs.  Wright,  Layman 
&  Umney,  have  recently  rejected  a  large  shipment  so 
guaranteed  which  was  found  to  have  an  iodine-value  of 


123.4.  At  my  request  a  sample  of  the  kernels  from  which 
the  oil  was  said  to  be  derived  was  forwarded  to  me,  but 
the  oil  extracted  had  an  iodine-value  of  only  102.3,  showing 
the  statement  to  be  incorrect.  A  sample  ottered  by  another 
house  had  an  iodine-number  of  139.4,  and  this  proved  to 
consist  entirely  of  poppy-seed  oil.  The  following  are  the 
limits  within  which  these  oils  and  their  possible  sub- 
stitutes usually  fall  : 

Oil  Iodine-value 

Almond   93-97 

Peach   93-109 

Apricot   96-108 

Hazel-nut  83-90 

Poppy-seed   133-143 

Walnut   145 

Hempseed   ...   148 

Sunflower-seed   119-135 

Safflower   130-150 

Some  months  ago  a  consignment  of  foreign  almond  oil  was 
rejected  which  I  found  to  consist  entirely  of  hazel-nut  oil. 
This  is  now  being  offered  as  a  substitute  for  peach-kernel 
oil,  but  it  can  be  detected  by  its  characteristic  nutty  taste. 
Since  its  iodine-value  is  low  (85-90),  it  might  be  used  for 
mixing  with  an  oil  of  high  iodine-value,  and  oils  of  a  strong- 
nutty  flavour  should  be  at  once  suspected. 

The  object  of  this  note  is  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
foreign  oils  are  not  always  what  they  are  guaranteed  to  be, 
and  to  warn  buyers  against  accepting  guarantees  without 
confirmation  by  analysis.

Epileptol.  a  remedy  for  epilepsy,  is,  according  to  Dr. 
Zemik  ("  Apoth.  Zeit."),  a  mixture  of  free  formamide,  a  com- 
bination of  formamide  with  formic  aldehyde  and  small  quan- 
tities of  hexamethylene-tetramine. 

Persian  Beeswax. — Formerly  large  shipments  of  raw 
wax  were  made  to  India  and  Europe,  but  owing  to  the  great 
production  of  wax  from  mineral  oil  and  its  comparative 
cheapness,  the  beeswax  industry  in  Persia  received  a  heavy 
blow.  The  increase  in  the  cultivation  of  the  poppy  seems  to 
have  driven  away  the  bees  from  many  of  the  honey-producing- 
districts.  Small  shipments  of  beeswax  occasionally  take  place 
from  Bushire  to  Antwerp  and  Germany.

TKHtnter  Session  of  Chemists'  associations. 


Association  Presidents. 

Me.  Matthew  Richard  Warner,  President  of  the  Wolver- 
hampton Chemists'  Association,  was  last  week  the  host  of 

his  former  "  governor,"  the 
President  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Great  Britain, 
and  as  a  report  of  the  proceed- 
ings appears  as  a  festivity 
in  this  issue,  it  is  an  appro- 
priate time  to  give  Mr. 
Warner's  portrait.  A  little 
over  thirty  years  ago  we  find 
Mr.  Warner  an  apprentice 
with  Mr.  W.  Gouldbourn,  of 
Shrewsbury,  where  he  got  a 
capital  training,  both  in  the 
practical  methods  of  phar- 
macy and  in  the  essentials  of 
business.  In  1879,  at  the  com- 
pletion of  his  four-years'  ap- 
prenticeship, Mr.  Warner 
went  for  a  season  as  junior  to 
Messrs.  Gibbs  &  Gurnell, 
whose  pharmacy  in  Ryde  has 
stimulated  the  envy  of  many  a 
junior.  Next  Mr.  Warner  acted  as  assistant  dispenser  to  Mr. 
Thos.  H.  Cruse,  Ph.C,  Southsea,  and  went  straight  from  him 
to  "  Wills's,"  where  he  took  the  Silver  Medal  in  Senior 
Chemistry  and  the  Bronze  Medal  in  Pharmacy.  He  passed 
the  Minor  examination  on  July  16,  1880,  and  spent  the  inter- 
vening years  until  1886  with,  in  succession,  Messrs.  Mclsaac  & 
Co.,  Birmingham,  Anderson  &  Virgo,  Worcester,  and  Mr. 
F.  Claridge,  Warwick.  Then  he  entered,  in  1886,  upon  the 
most  profitable  period  of  his  pharmaceutical  life — viz., 
thirteen  years  with  Mr.  J.  Rymer  Young,  of  Warrington, 
whose  capabilities  as  a  pharmacist  were  known  to  many  of  his 
confreres  long  before  they  suspected  him  of  figuring  in  phar- 
maceutical politics  and  becoming  the  King  of  the  Craft.  Mr. 
Young  has  the  knack  of  inspiring  his  assistants  with  some  of 
his  enthusiasm  for  doing  things  well,  and  an  assistantship 
with  him  is  one  of  the  prizes  of  our  craft ;  but  it  is  rarely 
in  the  market.  Mr.  Warner's  thirteen  years  is  topped  by 
another  who  has  been  with  Mr.  Young  fifteen  years.  In  1900 
Mr.  Warner  went  to  Chapel  Ash,  Wolverhampton,  opened  the 
Red  Cross  Pharmacy,  and  has  made  it  a  success.

The  annual 
whist-drive  is  fixed  for  March  25.

He  referred  gratefully  to  the  ever-willing  and  able  services 
of  the  Secretary,  who  briefly  replied.  Mr.  John  Nicholson 
was  unanimously  elected  President,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.

Leeds  Chemists'  Association.

Blackpool  and  Fylde  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Palatine  Hotel,  Blackpool,  on 
Friday,  January  10,  Mr.  H.  M.  Johnson  (President)  in 
the  chair.  There  were  also  present  Messrs.  Bailey,  Green- 
wood, Huddart,  Laurie,  Rosenzweig,  Sankey,  Turner, 
Taylor,  and  Boothroyd.  The  question  of  holding  an 
assistants'  examination  was  deputed  to  a  sub-committee 
of  the  President,  Messrs.  Sankey,  Turner,  and  the  Secre- 
tary. 

Forty  Years'  Experience.— Mr.  Laurie  read  a  paper 
entitled  "Forty  Years'  Experience  in  the  Retail  Drug- 
trade."  He  related  his  reminiscences  of  the  varying  con- 
ditions of  the  chemist's  business.  He  said  it  is  of  a 
more  professional  character  in  Scotland  than  in  England. 
This  is,  however,  only  a  matter  of  time,  as  doctors  are 
taking  to  dispensing  their  own  prescriptions  in  Scotland, 
and  consequently  the  chemists  are  making  more  use  of 
their  windows  for  the  display  of  goods.  He  remarked 
that  the  chemist  of  to-day  is  not  held  in  the  same  esteem 
as  formerly.  This  loss  of  faith  he  attributed  largely  to 
the  glaring  advertisements  of  patent-medicine  manufac- 
turers which  slander  chemists  as  a  class  in  a  way  that 
would  be  libellous  if  said  of  an  individual.  Medical  men 
sometimes  complain  of  the  prescribing  chemist,  but  Mr. 
Laurie  was  confident  that  they  have  a  grievance  a  hundred 
times  greater  against  these  advertisers.  He  then  gave  a 
history  of  cutting,  and  said  chemists  suffer  at  present 
along  with  all  other  retailers.  Specialities  of  every 
description,  not  only  packed  goods  but  even  simple  drugs, 
are  put  up  for  sale  by  small  shopkeepers.  Mr.  Laurie 
was  afraid  the  sale  of  crude  drugs  is  growing  less  every 
year.  The  paper  was  much  appreciated,  and  the  President 
proposed,  and  Mr.  Turner  seconded,  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
the  author,  which  Messrs.  Sankey,  Rosenzweig,  and  Booth- 
royd supported.

Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

At  the  last  ordinary  meeting  of  this  Association,  held  on 
Wednesday  evening,  January  8,  at  the  rooms  of  the  Chemical 
Club,  Victoria  Hotel,  Mr.  G.  S.  Woolley  (President)  in 
the  chair,  there  was  a  large  gathering  of  the  members  to 
hear  a  lecture  by  Dr.  Gilbert  J.  Fowler,  consulting  chemist 
to  the  Manchester  Corporation  Rivers  Committee,  on 
The  Biological  Treatment  of  Sewage. 
Dr.  Fowler  dealt  with  the  subject  from  a  purely  scientific 
point  of  view.    The  first  part  of  the  lecture  was  devoted 
particularly  to  a  consideration  of  bacteria,  especially  those 
which  are  concerned  in  sewage  purification  and  the  changes 
ihey  bring  about ;  and  the  lecturer  showed  how,  in  practice 
their  activities  are  utilised.    The  problem  to  be  solved  is 
the  conversion  of  the  putrefactive  and  dangerous  organic 
matters  in  sewage  into  harmless— and  it  may  be  useful- 


inorganic  products.  The  matters  to  be  dealt  with  are, 
firstly,  matters  in  solution;  secondly,  those  in  suspension 
or  emulsion  ;  and,  lastly,  sedimentary  matters.  In  solution 
are  nitrogenous  substances,  allied  to  urea,  and  mineral  salts, 
chiefly  sodium  chloride ;  in  suspension  or  emulsion  are 
complex  nitrogenous  matters,  cellulose,  soap  and  fat.  The 
sedimentary  matters  are  silt,  clay,  sand,  etc.  The  pro- 
ducts of  purification  are  (1)  gases — marsh  gas  (methane), 
hydrogen,  nitrogen,  and  carbon  dioxide;  (2)  soluble  salts — ■ 
nitrates  and  chlorides ;  and  (3)  humus,  the  insoluble  residue 
from  the  oxidation  of  organic  matters,  containing  phos- 
phates. It  is  in  the  direction  of  the  last-named,  Dr.  Fowler 
said,  that  we  must  look  for  those  fertilising  elements  which 
are  in  danger  of  being  lost  in  all  large  sewage  works.  The 
lecturer  threw  upon  the  screen  well-prepared  slides  of 
bacteria  cultures,  the  specific  differences  of  which  he  pointed 
cut.  The  organisms  concerned  in  the  destruction  of  cellu- 
lose were  specially  described,  one  of  which  produces  marsh- 
gas  and  the  other  hydrogen.  A  short  account  was  given  of 
nitrification  and  denitrification  changes,  and  the  organisms 
concerned  therein.  Allusion  was  also  made  to  the  presence 
of  pathogenic  organisms  in  sewage.  With  regard  to  the 
typhoid  bacillus,  the  lecturer  remarked  that  it  is  a  some- 
what delicate  organism,  and  though  existing  in  crude 
sewage  is  apparently  destroyed  in  the  purification  process. 
Bacillus  coli,  on  the  other  hand,  is  never  absent  from 
sewage ;  and  its  occurrence  in  water  submitted  to  examina- 
tion might  be  regarded  as  sufficient  evidence  of  contamina- 
tion. The  latter  portion  of  the  lecture  was  devoted  to  a 
descriptive  outline  of  modern  methods  of  sewage  purifica- 
tion on  the  large  scale.  The  characteristic  features  of  pre- 
liminary anaerobic  treatment  in  the  septic  tank  and  of  pre- 
liminary aerobic  treatment  were  respectively  described, 
reference  being  made  in  the  latter  connection  to  Sir.  Dib- 
din's  recently  developed  "slate-bed"  process.  It  was 
explained  that  in  all  cases  a  final  oxidation  process  is 
necessary,  and  the  construction  and  operation  of  contact- 
beds  and  percolating  filters  were  described.  The  import- 
ance was  pointed  out,  in  certain  circumstances,  of  the 
elimination  of  nitrogen  in  the  free  state  by  means  of 
"denitrification"  changes.  Finally  a  short  description; 
was  given  of  the  large  purification  works  of  the 
Manchester  Corporation  at  Davyhulme.  The  sewage 
is  here  treated  in  open  septic  tanks  and  storm-water 
tanks,  and  then  passes  on  to  forty-six  acres  of  primary 
contact  beds  and  twenty-seven  acres  of  storm-beds. 
At  present  some  twenty-seven  further  acres  of  beds 
are  being  constructed  on  land  adjoining  the  existing  works- 
for  purposes  of  second  contact.  The  effluent  from  these 
is  satisfactory  to  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint  Committee, 
and  powers  were  obtained  from  the  Local  Government 
Board  for  their  construction,  although  the  effluent  flows 
directly  into  the  Ship  Canal  without  passing  over  land. 
The  latter  portion  of  the  lecture  was  copiously  illustrated' 
with  views  and  diagrams. 

At  the  close  of  the  lecture  Dr.  Fowler  answered  a  few 
questions,  and  Mr.  Porter  moved  that  a  very  hearty  vote 
of  thanks  should  be  given  him  for  a  lecture  which  had 
been  of  exceptional  interest.  Councillor  Harry  Kemp,  in 
seconding  this,  said  that,  as  chairman  of  the  Manchester 
Corporation  Committee  which  had  to  deal  with  sewage- 
purification,  it  gave  him  peculiar  pleasure  to  hear  Dr. 
Fowler's  lecture.  In  Dr.  Fowler  Manchester  possessed  a 
gentleman  who,  on  this  special  subject,  was  undoubtedly 
"  at  the  top  of  the  tree."  This  was  shown  by  the  fact  of 
his  having  been  called  to  give  evidence  before  the  Royal 
Commission  on  Sewage ;  and  as  a  result,  no  doubt,  of  the 
confidence  which  the  Commission  had  in  his  scientific  judg- 
ment, Dr.  Fowler  was  afterwards  selected  by  the  Indian- 
Government  to  go  out  and  advise  them  as  to  dealing  with 
sewage.  He  had  also  been  chosen  by  the  Admiralty  to- 
ad vise  and  carry  out  schemes  which  had  proved  wonder- 
fully successful,  though  on  a  scale  very  much  smaller  than- 
that  now  to  be  seen  working  at  Davyhulme.  The  Man- 
chester sewage  treated  ran  to  over  thirty  million  gallons 
per  day  in  dry  weather— in  wet  weather  it  sometimes 
reached  a  hundred  million  gallons— yet  it  could  be  success- 
fully dealt  with,  and  finally  turned  into  the  Ship  Canal, 
deprived  of  its  noxious  ingredients,  not  adding  to  the 
impurities  of  that  great  waterway,  but  rather  tending  to 
mitigate  them.      The  President  added  a  few  words  in 
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cordial  acknowledgment  of  Dr.  Fowler's  lecture,  and  the 
motion  was  carried  by  acclamation. 


Birkenhead  and  Wirral  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  Morris's  Rooms,  Birkenhead,  on 
Thursday,  January  9,  when  Mr.  A.  E.  Breeze  (President) 
was  in  the  chair,  being  supported  by  a  good  attendance  of 
members.  Mr.  R.  C.  Cowley,  Ph.C,  Principal  of  the  Liver- 
pool School  of  Pharmacy,  delivered  a  lecture  on  some 

Modern  Physical  and  Chemical  Theories, 
and  their  bearing  upon  pharmaceutical  chemistry.  These 
embraced  phenomena  not  usually  described  in  ordinary 
text-books,  his  object  being  to  show  their  importance  to 
pharmacy  Efflorescence  and  deliquescence,  though  usually 
explained  by  the  word  "affinity."  are  really  due  to 
vapour  pressure.  Taking  as  an  example  a  piece  of  ice  in 
an  enclosed  space,  we  find  that  a  number  of  the  surface- 
molecules  of  the  ice  are  given  off  as  vapour,  and  a  certain 
number  of  the  molecules  of  vapour  condense,  and  so  on  until 
an  equilibrium  is  established,  when  the  proportion  of  mole- 
cules in  either  direction  is  the  same,  equilibrium  of  course 
only  being  established  when  the  space  above  the  ice  is 
limited  It  may  be  taken  that  all  salts  having  less  vapour- 
pressure  are  deliquescent,  and  those  having  high  vapour- 
pressure  are  efflorescent,  To  this  also  must  be  ascribed 
the  loss  of  carbon  dioxide  by  sodium  bicarbonate 
and  its  absorption  by  magnesia  and  slaked  lime. 
Speaking  of  the  manufacture  of  sodium  bicarbonate 
and  calcium  oxide,  he  said  the  "  reversible  reaction 
comes  into  play  in  the  case  of  the  lime,  the  C02  evolved 
having  a  tendency  to  go  back  to  the  lime  unless  removed 
by  a  current  of  air.  The  practical  outcome  of  these  facts 
is  that  sodium  bicarbonate  must  of  necessity  contain  some 
trace  of  carbonate  through  loss  of  CO,,  and  magnesia  and 
calcium  hydrate  must  absorb  some  trace  of  CO,.  An 
instance  of  reversible  reaction  is  seen  in  the  making  of 
hydrochloric  acid  from  sulphuric  acid  and  sodium  chloride 
According  to  the  rules  of  "affinity,"  hydrochloric  acid 
has  a  greater  fondness  for  sodium  than  sulphuric  acid. 
Nevertheless,  by  reason  of  a  reversion  a  small  exchange  takes 
place,  some  hydrochloric  acid  and  sodium  acid  sulphate 
being  formed,  and  the  heat  driving  off  the  former,  even- 
tually by. a  continuation  of  the  action  the  final  result  is 
that  the  bases  change  their  acids  against  the  usual  rules  of 
"affinity."  Another  example  of  a  weak  acid  ousting  a 
strong  one  is  exhibited  in  the  glazing  of  pottery  by  means 
of  salt,  the  feeble  but  non-volatile  silicic  acid  fixing  the 
soda  while  the  powerful  but  volatile  hydrochloric  acid  is 
volatilised.  Mr.  Cowley  then  explained  dissociation  in 
solutions  as  shown  by  the  liq.  ferri  perchlor.  B.P.  It 
is  impossible  to  get  a  neutral  solution  of  ferric  chloride, 
as  the  acid  and  the  ferric  hydrate  are  really  dissociated  in 
the  solution.  This  is  proved  in  the  formation  of  liq.  ferri 
dialysat.  by  dialysis.  The  action  of  water  upon  bismuth 
subnitrate  is  a  very  interesting  case  of  dissociation.  If 
the  quantity  of  water  be  limited,  an  equilibrium  is  finally 
reached  and  only  a  certain  proportion  of  acid  freed  ;  but 
if  the  subnitrate  be  washed  constantly  with  fresh  portions 
of  water  all  the  acid  would  be  removed  in  time  and  bismuth 
oxide  be  left.  Dealing  with  the  action  of  these  forces 
upon  other  pharmaceutical  preparations,  Mr.  Cowley  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  in  the  case  of  dilute  nitro- 
hydrochloric  acid  the  setting  aside  for  fourteen  days  is  not 
necessary,  as  any  reactions  taking  place  reach  their 
equilibrium  long  before  then.  He  had  also  found  that  a 
mixture  of  spt.  ajther.  nitros  and  water  contains  no  ethyl- 
nitrite  after  standing  three  days.  The  presence  of  a  body 
such  as  liq.  ammon.  acet.  fixes  the  evolved  nitrous  radicle. 
Mr.  Cowley  then  dealt  with  photo-chemical  action. 

The  lecture  was  very  much  appreciated,  and,  after  ques- 
tions and  discussion,  a  vote  of  thanks,  proposed  by  Mr. 
Cragg  James  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Somerville,  was  heartily 
responded  to.  Mr.  Breeze,  in  putting  the  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  meeting,  also  wished  to  be  associated  with  the  high 
commendation  which  these  speakers  passed  on  Mr.  Cowley's 
■effort.  He  having  replied,  Mr.  Breeze  asked  the  company 
to  remember  the  lecture  next  month,  on  "  Serum,"  by  Mr. 
T.  Maben,  of  Messrs.  Parke.  Davis  &  Co.

Atter  the  loyal  toasts 
had  been  honoured,  Mr.  Holt  (Yarmouth)  proposed  the 
toast  of  "The  Army  and  Navy,"  and  Colonel  Watson,  in 
reply,  spoke  of  the  new  Army  Councils  and  advised 
chemists  to  join  the  bearer  companies.  Mr.  Finlayson, 
in  proposing  the  toast  of  "The  Pharmaceutical  Society," 
said  one  sometimes  heard  a  lot  about  what  the  Council 
ought  to  do,  but  he  said  the  whole  body  of  councillors 
were  men  who  made  great  sacrifices  for  the  trade.  Alder- 
man Harrison,  replying,  said  he  had  nothing  to  reveal  so 
far  as  future  legislation  was  concerned.  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  never  stood  in  higher  esteem  than  at  pre- 
sent, and  never  was  more  sound  work  done  on  behalf  of 
education  and  the  Benevolent  Fund.  He  also  spoke  of  the 
"Codex"  as  useful  both  to  pharmacists  and  to  those  who 
will  have  to  revise  the  Pharmacopoeia.  There  were  errors  in 
it,  but  its  authors  were  men,  not  angels.  The  Society 
hoped  to  introduce  another  Bill  into  Parliament,  and  he 
hoped  on  the  lines  of  both  qualified  ownership  as  well  as 
managership.  Mr.  Ellington  proposed  the  toast  of  "The 
Medical  Profession,"  to  which  Dr.  Hughes  replied.

Here  the  Muse  inconsiderately  fell  asleep.  So  we  fall  back 
upon  plain  prose  to  supply  the  matter-of-fact  details  of  the 
brilliant  assembly  of  pharmacists;  and  their  lady  friends,  at 
the  Whitehall  Rooms  of  the  Hotel  Metropole,  London,  on 
January  15.  There  were  about  180  present— a  purposely 
diminished  company.  Among  the  gentlemen  present 
were  Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington  (Vice-President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society),  Col.  A.  C.  Preston,  Messrs.  John  C. 
Umney,  Alan  Francis,  H.  Casson  Wright,  A.  Bullen  Cooper, 
A.  G.  Harrington,  E.  W.  Hill,  J.  Stuart  Hills,  R.  A. 
Robinson,  jun.,  —  Quarrell,  F.  U.  Stamp,  W.  H.  Francis, 
Peter  MacEwan,  W.  Lamond  Howie,  F.  N.  Layman,  R. 
Feaver  Clarke,  Royle,  Cassie,  C.  Martin,  Dixon,  Britton, 
A.  H.  Solomon,  W.  S.  Gill,  Featherstone.  Arrowsmith,  R.  E. 
Lownsbrough,  H.  H.  Robbins,  B.  M.  Winkel,  J.  Cofman, 
S.  F.  Goss,  F.  W.  Gamble,  G.  E.  Pearson,  Payne,  H.  R. 
Procter,  and  Bourckts,  jun.    Dancing  began  at  ten  minutes 


past  nine  and  was  kept  up  with  much  spirit  until  after  four 
in  the  morning.  At  midnight  an  excellent  supper  was  served, 
Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington  presiding.  During  a  comparative  luli 
in  the  animated  proceedings  the  Chairman  in  a  com- 
mendably  concise  speech,  regretted  the  unavoidable  absence 
of  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (Mr.  J. 
Rymer  Young),  and  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Ball 
Committee  for  the  excellence  of  the  arrangements.  Mr. 
Vivian  C.  Hewlett,  the  Hon.  Secretary,  briefly  and  crisply 
returned  thanks,  and  increased  the  effervescent  hilarity  by 
announcing  an  "  extra  "  in  the  shape  of  a  Leap- Year  dance. 
The  general  opinion  prevailed  that  the  ball  was  one  of  the 
most  successful  ever  held,  and  the  only  complaint  to  be 
heard  was  that,  as  usual,  the  men  had  failed  to  turn  up  in 
sufficient  numbers  to  give  each  lady  present  every  dance.  A 
lady  with  whom  the  C.  &  D.  man  chatted,  at  erratic  in- 
tervals, assured  him  that  the  ladies'  dresses  were  dreams.

Wolverhampton  Diners. 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  Wolverhampton  and  District 
Chemists'  Association  was  held  at  the  Star  and  Garter 
Hotel,  Wolverhampton,  on  Thursday  evening,  January  9, 
Mr.  M.  R.  Warner,  President,  in  the  chair.  The  principal 
guests  were  the  Mayor  of  the  town  and  Mr.  J.  Rymer 
Coring,  J. P.,  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
There  were  also  present  Mr.  F.  T.  Coombe  (Vice-presi- 
dent) ,  Mr.  A.  W.  Southall,  President,  and  Mr.  J.Radford, 
Secretary,  of  the  Midland  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
Mr.  E.  Jones  (President  North  Staffordshire  Association), 
Alderman  W.  G.  Cross,  J. P.  (Shrewsbury),  and  many 
others  from  Birmingham,  Oldbury,  Oakengates,  etc. 

After  the  loyal  toasts,  the  Chairman  submitted  the  toast 
of  "The  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society."  Mr. 
Young,  on  rising  to  reply,  was  accorded  a  most  enthusias- 
tic welcome.  His  speech  was  devoted  chiefly  to  the 
Pharmacy  Bill.  After  referring  to  the  congested  state 
of  Parliamentary  business,  whereby  the  chemists'  cause 
had  suffered  the  fate  which  befell  other  private  Bills, 
he  said  it  was  their  duty  nevertheless  to  keep  pegging 
away  and  try  to  educate  the  community  as  to  what  were 
the  reforms  they  sought.  He  was  glad  to  know  that 
Councils  and  medical  officers  of  health  were  infinitely 
more  acquainted  with  the  true  position  of  chemists  than 
ever  before — (hear,  hear) — and  the  more  they  could  be 
brought  to  understand  it  the  better  their  position  would 
be — (applause).  They  desired  to  secure  continuity  of  pur- 
pose and  unanimity  to  avoid  the  tendency,  too  manifest, 
to  preach  different  doctrines  in  different  parts  of  the 
country.  That  was  highly  dangerous,  and  the  case  put 
before  members  of  Parliament  must  be  uniform  every- 
where^— (hear,  hear).  The  council  of  the  society  was  doing 
its  best,  and  only  desired  their  confidence.  A  Pharmacy 
Bill  was  under  consideration,  and  he  was  willing  to  stand 
or  fall  by  the  judgment  of  any  disinterested  and 
ordinarily  intelligent  man  who  would  discuss  the  claims 
of  chemists.  He  was  of  opinion  that  the  directors'  clause 
would  have  to  be  deleted  as  impracticable.  The  great 
question  was  that  of  public  safety;  and  notwithstanding, 
the  discouragement  of  the  situation  it  was  their  duty  to 
go  on  and  try — (applause).  Never  was  there  a  time  when 
the  chemist  stood  so  high  in  public  estimation  as  at  pre- 
sent— the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  chemists  were  in  the 
background  and,  as  "Mark  Twain"  would  say,  "men  of 
no  account,"  was  largely  owing  to  their  own  lack  of  tact. 
It  did  not  pay  to  take  back  seats. 

Subsequent  teasts  included  "The  Mayor  and  Governing 
Bodies,"  "The  Medical  Profession,"  and  "The  Visitors." 
The  last-named  toast  was  replied  to  by  Mr.  A.  W.  Southall 
(President  of  the  Midland  Pharmaceutical  Association) 
and  Mr.  E.  Jones  (President  North  Stafford  Chemists' 
Association).  A  number  of  songs  were  rendered  during 
the  evening  by  Mr.  C.  Tate  and  Mr.  Dunn. 
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Z\k  iHottinobam  arson  Case. 


The  charges  of  conspiracy  and  of  setting  fire  to  the 
premises,  128  Derby  Road,  preferred  against  William 
Thomson,  chemist,  "Robert  Lee,  confidential  clerk,  and 
Ernest  Bradbury,  chemist's  assistant,  were  further 
investigated  before  the  Nottingham  Magistrates  on 
January  14. — Bradbury's  landlady,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Gale, 
deposed  that  Bradbury,  on  the  Sunday  before  the  fire,  told 
her  that  he  and  Lee  were  going  to  fire  the  shop,  and  Lee, 
who  was  to  have  done  it,  had  lost  his  nerve,  and  asked 
him  (Bradbury)  to  help  him.  Bradbury  further  said  that 
the  fire  would  take  place  about  half -past  two  in  the  morn- 
ing, and  it  would  be  raging  at  four.  When  Thomson  called 
at  her  house  after  the  fire  witness  told  him  she  knew  that 
the  place  had  been  wilfully  set  on  fire.  Thomson  said, 
"  It  is  all  lies."  Thomson  also  said  that  Lee  and  Bradbury 
had  robbed  him  of  three  days'  takings.  When  he  was  leav- 
ing, Thomson  said,  "  If  I  were  you,  I  should  say  no  more 
about  this.  If  Bradbury  dies  his  father  will  get  300/. 
If  Bradbury  lives  he  will  get  25s.  a  week  as  long  as 
he  is  unable  to  work."  On  the  following  Sunday  Thomson 
called  again  to  see  her  and  her  husband.  They  asked  if  he 
could  account  for  the  fire,  and  he  said  that  one  of  the  men 
had  gone  down  for  a  bottle  of  whisky  and  had  dropped 
a  match. — Henry  James  Gale,  husband  of  the  previous  wit- 
ness, corroborated  his  wife's  evidence  as  to  the  conversa- 
tion with  Thomson.  He  added  that  Thomson  said  he  was 
a  ruined  man,  and  was  losing  45/.  a  week.  Thomson  also 
said  that  on  arriving  home  and  opening  the  safe  there  was 
no  money  to  be  found,  and  that  Lee  and  Bradbury  had 
been  drinking.  Witness  told  Thomson  he  believed  that  the 
place  was  wilfully  set  on  fire. — The  Chairman  :  What  did 
Thomson  say  to  that  ? — Witness  :  He  made  no  reply.  Con- 
tinuing, witness  said  he  asked  Thomson  why  he  didn't  in- 
form the  police  that  Lee  and  Bradbury  had  robbed  him. 
Thomson  said  he  could  not  do  so  while  they  were  in  hospital. 
— A  carter  in  the  employ  of  Messrs.  Dennis  &  Roberts 
proved  the  delivery  at  Mr.  Thomson's  shop  on  October  1 
of  half  a  hundredweight  of  resin,  and  on  the  following  day 
of  two  gallons  of  methylated  spirit. — Henry  George  Jamie- 
son,  apprentice  to  Mr.  Thomson,  said  that  he  had  seen 
Thomson  four  times  in  Bagthorpe  gaol.  The  stock  just 
before  the  fire  was  the  same  as  usual.  Fresh  lines  of  goods 
came  in  for  the  Christmas  sales,  and  orders  for  others  had 
to  be  cancelled  in  consequence  of  the  fire.  Cross-examined 
by  Mr.  A.  M.  White  (who  appeared  for  Thomson),  witness 
detailed  conversations  he  said  he  had  had  with  Detective- 
Superintendent  Parnham  and  Inspector  Atherton,  who,  he 
said,  spoke  to  him  about  visiting  "two  vagabonds"  like 
Thomson  and  Lee  in  prison.  Answering  the  Chairman, 
witness  said  he  simply  went  to  Bagthorpe  to  see  how  Thom- 
son and  Lee  were  getting  on. — Counsel  for  the  prosecution, 
after  this  evidence,  offered  to  put  Supt.  Parnham  in  the 
box,  but  Mr.  White  said  he  did  not  desire  it. — The  hearing 
was  adjourned. 

When  the  hearing  was  resumed  on  Wednesday,  Morris 
Charles  Billson.  inspector  of  the  Profits  and  Income  Insur- 
ance Co..  Nottingham  branch,  said  that  on  August  14  last, 
one  of  their  agents  brought  a  proposal-form  in  respect  of 
Mr.  Thomson.  This  form  was  afterwards  destroyed  in 
Mr.  Thomson's  presence  owing  to  the  fact  that  Mr.  Thom- 
son admitted  that  certain  of  the  particulars  it  contained  were 
siot  true.  The  amount  of  insurance  in  respect  of  the  form 
which  was  destroyed  was  2.000/..  to  cover  net  profit  and 
standing  charges  against  the  business  at  Derby  Road. 
Thomson  had  given  him  figures  which  showed  that  his  turn- 
over was  1.700/.  for  the  previous  year.  His  gross  profit  was 
stated  to  be  33^  per  cent.,  and  his  expenses  690/.  Witness 
pointed  out  to  Thomson  that  according  to  these  figures  he 
would  be  making  a  loss  on  his  trading.  Thomson  then  said 
he  had  a  salary  of  150/.  from  the  Post  Office  which  he  would 
like  to  insure.  Witness,  after  some  hesitation,  submitted 
a  proposal  to  him  for  130/.  In  that  form  was  the  question 
"  Have  you  ever  had  a  fire?  "  and  the  answer  written  in  was 
"Yes,  once."  Another  insurance  agent  depos«d  to  Thom- 
son insuring  his  business  in  the  London  Insurance  Co.  for 
i.500/.,  and  a  second  policy  was  subsequently  issued  for 
700/.  to  cover  furniture  and  general  effects.    Before  the 


policies  were  issued  Thomson  had  filled  in  answers  to 
questions  to  the  effect  that  his  insurance  had  never  been 
declined  by  any  office,  and  that  he  had  never  had  a  fire. 
Within  the  next  eighteen  months  they  paid  two  claims  for 
fires  at  Thomson's,  87/.  being  paid  in  all.  On  October  8  a 
letter  was  received  from  Mr.  Thomson  stating  that  the 
premises  had  been  destroyed  by  fire,  and  the  letter  was 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  company's  assessors.  The 
assessor  for  the  insurance  company  said  he  inspected  the 
premises  after  the  fire  and  found  distinct  traces  of  two 
fires — one  in  the  shop  and  one  in  the  basement.  A  legal 
argument  ensued  regarding  the  admissibility  of  evidence  of 
fires  on  Thomson's  premises  in  Scotland,  but  the  Chairman 
ruled  that  the  evidence  was  admissible.  Thereupon  James 
Rattray,  formerly  manager  of  the  State  Insurance  Co., 
deposed  to  settling  a  claim  for  125/.  for  a  fire  at  Thomson's 
premises  at  Lochee,  about  eleven  weeks  after  insurance. 
Other  details  of  Scotch  insurances  proved  that  the  Guardian 
Insurance  Co.  paid  Thomson  6/.  19s.  6d.  in  January  1903 
for  a  fire  at  his  private  house  in  Lochee.  and  297.  lis.  on 
May  2.  1905.  in  respect  of  a  fire.  The  hearing  was  adjourned 
until  January  24.

A  Cough-cure  Display. 

This  is  a  one-article  show  arranged  by  Mr.  Samuel  A. 
Sheard,  of  the  South  Queen  Street  Pharmacy,  Morley. 
We  subjoin  Mr.  Sheard's  graphic  notes  on  the  arrange- 
ment : 

"  Cherry  Cough-cure  "  cartons  are  in  scarlet  ink.  The  old 
woman  in'the  centre  is  raised  a  little,  and  cartons  placed  care- 
lessly in  the  window  bottom  all  round.  The  sides  and  back 
are  dressed  up  with  dummy  cartons  ;  also  the  shelves  and  sides. 
The  drapery  is  scarlet  muslin  looped  up  and  bunched  with 
imitation  cherries.  When  this  window  was  half  dressed  a  lady 
from  another  town  came  in  and  bought  a  bottle.  Two  days 
after  a  repeat  order  and  unsolicited  testimonial  came  by  post, 
which  I  placed  in  the  front  of  the  window,  and  no  doubt  it 
proved  a  stimulus  to  sales. 

In  the  emulsion  window  the  figure  in  the  centre  is  raised  a 
little.  Pyramids  of  large  bottles  at  each  side.  The  window 
bottom  is  covered  with  small  size  of  the  emulsion  carelessly 
displayed.  At  back  and  side  are  large  cartons  alternating 
with  showcard.  On  side  shelves  are  large  and  small  emulsion, 
alternating  with  bills  behind.  On  the  glass  shelves  are  show- 
cards,  and  large  cartons  of  emulsion  line  the  shelves  at  the 
front.  The  drapery  is  green  muslin  to  match  the  emulsion 
label,  and  in  contrast  with  the  red  of  the  cherry  half  of  the 
window.    Both  these  shows  proved  sellers.

Oil  of  ylang-ylang   10  grams 

Otto  of  rose   2  drops 

Oil  of  neroli   8  drops 

Triple  extract  of  jasmin    600  grams 

Tincture  of  tolu   150  grams 

Tincture  of  musk    30  grams 

Alcohol  (90-per-cent.)    350  grams 

Mix,  and  filter  after  three  days. 
According  to  the  "American  Perfumer,"  the  above  for- 
mula gives  an  exquisite  perfume  for  the  handkerchief. 

Mercuric-cyanide  Solution. 

The  following  solution  of  mercuric  cyanide  is  proposed 
for  surgical  use  by  Dr.  Lemaire  ("Rept.  de  Pharm.").  It 
is  a  one-per-mille  solution,  and  keeps  well  : 

Mercuric  cyanide   1  gram 

Borax    2  grams 

Potassium  ferrocyanide    ...         5  to  8  centigrams 

Fluorescein   1  centigram 

Distilled  water  to  make    1,000  c.c. 

Mercurial  Oil. 

We  referred  in  the  C.  <L-  D.  (December  7,  1907,  p.  853) 
to  the  discussion  that  took  place  on  this  subject  at  the 
November  meeting  of  the  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy.  As 
a  result  of  the  criticisms  then  submitted  it  was  announced 
at  the  December  meeting  that  the  following  formula  has 
been  proposed  to  the  Codex  Commission  : 

Purified  mercury    40  grams 

Sterilised  lanoline   26  grams 

Vaseline  oil  sufficient  to  make    ...  100  c.c. 

(about  60  grams) 

The  mercury  is  extinguished  by  rubbing  with  the  lanoline 
in  a  mortar,  and  the  vaseline  oil  added  in  small  quantities  at 
a  time. 

Powdering  Boric  Acid. 

M.  Mausier  (Le  Centre  Medical)  states  that  in  powder- 
ing boric  acid  for  use  in  pharmacy  it  is  necessary  that  it 
should  be  in  a  certain  physical  condition.  He  prepares  it 
by  heating  crystalline  boric  acid  until  it  liquefies  and  then 
allowing  it  to  cool.  When  cold  three  times  its  bulk  of 
cold  saturated  aqueous  solution  of  boric  acid  is  poured 
on  the  surface  of  the  mass,  and  on  standing  it  becomes 
hydrated  in  the  form  of  a  fine  white  pulp.  This  mass  is 
pressed  and  allowed  to  dry,  but  during  the  latter  process 
it  should  be  occasionally  triturated,  as  there  is  a  tendency 
to  form  hard  lumps.  Finally  the  powder  is  passed 
through  a  very  fine  sieve. 

Chemists'  Hlmanacs. 


The  feature  of  the  family  almanac  sent  out  by  Mr.  S.  G. 
Mackay,  chemist  and  optician,  Newtonards,  is  the  medical 
guide,  wherein  good  advice  is  given  on  the  treatment  of  various 
simple  ailments,  the  medicaments  recommended  including 
many  of  Mr.  Mackay's  specialities. 

This  is  the  thirty-first  year  of  the  publication  of  Ell's 
illustrated  almanack.  Mr.  Ell  is  the  chemist  of  Dunster,  and 
although  he  has  been  in  the  trade  for  over  forty  years  time 
has  dealt  kindly  with  him.  This  we  judge  by  his  portrait  on 
the  cover.  The  almanack  is  well  patronised  by  local  traders 
as  an  advertising  medium,  and  Mr.  Ell  does  not  neglect  his 
own  specialities,  including  the  celebrated  Dunster  marmalade. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Sheppard,  the  Barum  Pharmacy,  Boutport 
Street,  Barnstaple,  puts  several  original  ideas  into  his  Barn- 
staple almanack  for  1908.  We  briefly  note  some  of  the 
contents,  "  Butterflies  and  Moths  of  our  Neighbourhood," 
"  Coloured  Photography,"  "  Scotch  Wit  and  Humour," 
"Medical  Memos.,"  "What  is  Matter?"  A  new  feature 
this  year  is  a  folding  map  of  the  district  for  the  guidance  of 
visitors.  These  items  are  in  addition  to  the  matters,  local  and 
otherwise,  which  are  usually  found  in  calendars. 

Mr.  H.  Payne,  dispensing  chemist,  16  Broad  Street,  Welsh- 
pool, sends  us  a  copy  of  his  1908  almanac,  which  maintains 
its  distinctive  character  as  an  historical  guide  to  the  town  and 
district.  Mr.  Payne  has  been  dipping  into  a  local  directory 
of  1828,  and  has  written  a  very  interesting  account  of  some 
of  the  inhabitants  of  Welshpool  of  that  period,  which  makes 
entertaining  reading.  There  are  given  lists  of  tradespeople 
of  1828,  with  notes  tracing  the  businesses  of  eighty  years  ago  to 
the  present  time.  There  is  a  review  of  the  past  year  at  the 
beginning  of  the  almanac,  and  very  full  information  on  local 
matters.

First-aid  to  the  Injured :  Six  Ambidance  Lcctvrcs.  By  Dr. 
Friedrich  Esmarck.  Translated  from  the  German  by 
H.R.H.  Princess  Christian.  Seventh  edition.  5|x4^. 
Pp.  138.  2s.  net.  (London  :  Smith,  Elder  &  Co., 
15  Waterloo  Place,  S.W.) 

This  edition  has  been  corrected  and  added  to  according  to 
alterations  made  in  the  last  edition  of  Professor  Esmarck's 
work.  The  book  is  much  used  by  ambulance  classes,  the 
simple  language  employed  fitting  it  for  that  purpose.  It  is 
adapted  for  sale  by  chemists,  and  it  is  possible  that  local 
medical  men  who  give  first-aid  lectures  would  be  glad  to 
know  that  ambulance  books  as  well  as  the  few  surgical 
requirements  could  be  obtained  at  pharmacies.  The  price 
of  the  volume,  however,  appears  to  be  excessive. 

Precis  d'Analyse  Chimique  Bioloqique  Gdndrale.  Par  E. 
Barral.  "6|x4-^.  Pp.  412.  6  francs.  (Paris  :  Bail- 
liere  et  Fils,  19  Rue  Hautefeuille. ) 

This  is  Volume  IV.  of  a  series  of  books  on  chemistry,  and 
deals  with  general  biological  chemistry,  the  following 
volume  being  devoted  to  special  biological  analyses.  In  the 
one  under  review  the  first  twenty-five  pages,  dealing  with 
reactions  and  test-solutions,  are  followed  by  chapters  on 
albuminoid  matters,  the  principal  nitrogen  derivatives, 
carbohydrates,  acids,  fatty  materials,  ternary  compounds, 
gases,  and  mineral  substances.  There  are  some  150  illustra- 
tions, and  the  use  of  the  book  is  rendered  easier  by  the  em- 
ployment of  special  headlines  to  the  tests,  one  kind  of  type 
indicating  characteristic  reactions  and  the  assay  methods, 
another  style  of  type  b3ing  adeptad  for  the  non-characteristic 
reactions  and  the  less-used  tests.  The  book  is  a  practical 
and  useful  one  to  these  physiologists  and  chemists  who  read 
French. 

A  Text-book  of  Botany  and  Pharmacognosy,  Intended  for 
the  Use  of  Students  of  Pharmacy,  as  a  Reference  Book 
for  Pharmacists,  and  as  a  Handbook  for  Fond  and  Druq 
Analysts.  By  Henry  Kraemer,  Ph.B.,  Ph.D.,  9£  x  6. 
Pp.  840.  21s.  net.  (J.  B.  Lippincott  Co.) 
To  indicate  the  scope  of  this  work  we  may  begin  by  saying 
that  it  is  divided  into  three  parts — (1)  Botany,  (2)  Pharma- 
cognosy, (3)  Reagents  and  Microscopical  Technique.  The 
botany  section  is  divided  into  chapters  dealing  with  (a)  the 
principal  groups  of  plants,  (b)  the  outer  morphology  of 
angiosperms,  (c)  the  inner  morphology  of  the  higher  plants, 
(d)  classification  of  angiosperms  yielding  vegetable  drugs, 
and  (e)  cultivation  of  medicinal  plants.  The  pharmacog- 
nosy section  is  divided  into  chapters  dealing  with  crude 
drugs  and  powdered  drugs  and  foods.  There  are  321  plates, 
comprising  over  1,500  figures,  these  being  illustrations  of  the 
plants  and  the  principal  microscopic  characters  of  each  drug. 
This  is  the  second  edition  of  the  book,  and  besides  being 
enlarged  shows  considerable  improvement  on  the  previous 
edition.  A  great  advantage  which  the  book  offers  to 
students  of  pharmacy  is  the  fact  that  it  is  written  by  the 
professor  of  botany  and  pharmacognosy  of  the  Philadelphia 
College  of  Pharmacy,  who  is  one  of  the  foremost  botanists 
in  the  United  States.  This  advantage  is  rhown 
throughout  the  book,  but  particularly  in  the  botanical 
section,  where  plants  used  in  medicine  are  employed 
to  illustrate  the  features  of  plant-life.  By  this  means 
the  student  becomes  familiar  with  many  useful  plants 
at  the  same  time  that  he  is  learning  the  chief  facts 
i.i  botanical  classification.  The  pharmacognosy  section 
is  to  our  mind  the  best  in  the  book.  Here  the  various  crude 
drugs  are  systematically  treated  in  groups — seeds,  roots, 
barks,  etc. — and  the  information  is  "concisely  put  anci 
accurately  expressed.  The  difficult  subject  of  the  microscopic 
identification  of  vegetable  powders  is  dealt  with  in  one  of  the 
final  chapters.  Vegetable  powders  are  grouped  according  to 
colour  and  subdivided  according  to  the  kind  of  cells  and  the 
nature  of  the  cell-walls  and  cell-contents.  By  following  a 
key  to  the  microscopic  characters  the  identification  of  the 
unknown  powder  is  facilitated,  and  as  many  illustrations  are 
riven  of  each  feature  those  who  are  using  the  volume  will 
find  no  difficulty  in  following  the  scheme.  The  book  is  one 
which  can  be  thoroughly  recommended  to  the  student, 
pharmacist,  and  a.nalyst.

A COUGH  is  Nature's  method  of  ridding  the  air- 
passages  of  an  irritant,  and  therefore,  theoretically, 
is  better  left  to  work  out  its  own  salvation;  the  problem 
is  not.  however,  quite  so  simple  as  this  statement  makes  it 
appear.  In  the  first  place,  the  patient  expects  his  doctor 
or  his  chemist  to  do  something  for  him,  and,  in  tne  second, 
Nature  has  a  way  of  overdoing  things  when  she  is  irritated, 
not  to  mention  the  numerous  cases  where  her  resources  have 
been  so  much  reduced  as  to  make  it  difficult  for  her  to  deal, 
unaided,  with  the  intruder. 

The  irritant  which  causes  the  cough  may  be  purely 
mechanical,  such  as  dust,  a  crumb  unwittingly  drawn  into 
fche  larynx,  or  an  elongated  uvula.  The  first  two  are  readily 
dealt  with  by  Nature,  the  last  is  best  treated  by  astrin- 
gent applications  and  gargles ;  it  is  diagnosed  by  the  fact 
that  the  cough  is  of  a  tickling  nature  and  is  usually  most 
troublesome  when  the  patient  lies  down.  Many  of  the 
chronic  winter  coughs  ot  children  are  due  to  adenoids  in  the 
naso-pharynx,  or  to  enlarged  tonsils,  and  the  mechanical 
obstruction  which  they  cause  leads  to  a  bacterial  infection 
of  the  nose,  pharynx,  and  bronchial  tubes,  with  so-called 
tendency  to  "  catch  cold  "  and  very  real  attacks  of  bronchial 
catarrh  and  its  more  intense  development,  bronchitis.  In 
many  of  these  cases  operation  for  removal  of  the  hyper- 
trophied  tissue  is  the  only  satisfactory  cure,  but  many  mild 
cases  may  be  much  relieved  by  painting  the  tonsils  and 
pharynx  with  Mandl's  paint,  and  by  sniffing  through  the 
nostrils  into  the  back  of  the  throat  a  warm  weak  alkaline 
solution,  combined  with  deep  breathing  exercises,  keeping 
the  mouth  rigidly  closed,  and  practising  them  frequently  in 
the  open  air.  1  usually  prescribe  for  sniffing  a  saturated 
.solution  of  borax,  coloured,  and  with  the  addition  of  a  few 
drops  of  a  spirituous  solution  of  menthol,  eucalyptus,  ol. 
gaulther.,  and  thymol,  and  5  oz.  of  glycerin  to  an  8  oz. 
bottle  ;  this  should  be  mixed  with  an  equal  quantity  of 
warm  water  and  sniffed  from  the  hollowed  palm. 

The  great  majority  of  coughs  for  which  relief  is  sought  at 
the  hands  of  the  chemist  are  due  to  catarrh  of  the  bronchial 
tubes  arising  from  various  causes,  but  at  the  root  of  most  of 
them  is  bacterial  infection  with  its  accompanying  conges- 
tion, destruction  and  desquamation  of  bronchial  epithelium, 
and  exudation  into  the  tubes  of  serum  and  leucocytes  from 
the  blood.  In  the  first  stage  of  an  acute  catarrh  of  this 
nature  there  is  irritation  but  no  exudate,  therefore  some- 
thing should  be  given  which  will  promote  secretion  into  the 
tubes  and  so  carry  the  bacterial  poisons  away  from  the 
blood,  at  the  same  time,  by  bathing  the  irritated  mucous 
membrane  of  the  tubes,  protecting  it  and  relieving  it. 
Nothing  answers  this  purpose  better  than  the  old-fashioned 
Mindererus  spirit,  combined  with  ipecacuanha  and,  in  spite 
of  its  apparent  pharmacological  incompatibility,  a  little 
morphine.  At  least  ^  oz.  of  liq.  amnion,  acet.  should  be 
given  every  two  hours,  with  5  minims  of  liq.  morph.  and 
7  or  8  minims  vin.  or  acet.  ipec.  A  good  adjuvant  for  this 
and  other  cough-mixtures  may  be  made  with  a  mixture  of 
oxymel  scilh-e  and  syr.  tolut. ,  flavoured  with  a  solution  of 
camphor  and  benzoic  acid  in  acetic  ether.  I  keep  this  basis 
ready  and  add  the  other  ingredients  mentioned  in  doses  to 
suit  age  and  other  circumstances.  In  the  case  of  young 
children  morphine  should  not  be  used,  although  small  doses 
in  the  form  of  tr.  camph.  co.  may  at  times  be  given  with  great 
advantage ;  at  the  same  time  I  do  not  think  it  advisable 
even  that  this  should  be  used  except  by  a  doctor  who  is 
in  a  position  to  watch  the  case.  It  is  a  good  plan,  if  mixtures 
containing  small  doses  of  opium  in  any  form  are  given  to 
children,  to  warn  the  attendant  never  to  wake  the  child  to 
give  medicine,  and  never  to  give  it  if  the  child  seems  sleepy. 

The  winter  cough  of  elderly  people  is  almost  always 
due  to  chronic  bronchitis,  and  chronic  bronchitis  has  various 
causes.  It  may  be  a  secondary  result  of  heart-disease 
or  of  kidney-disease,  or  it  may  be  simply  the  result  of 
repeated  attacks  of  acute  bronchitis  or  of  asthma,  or  the 
result,  frequently,  in  childhood,  of  a  diseased  condition  of 
the  naso-pharynx,  as  already  referred  to,  or  of  an  un- 
healthy environment.  The  worship  of  Bacchus  is  another 
very  common  cause  in  middle  life.    The  bronchial  t"-bes 


have  become  almost  entirely  denuded  of  their  epithelium, 
and  especially  of  the  ciliated  variety,  which,  in  a  state  of 
health,  keeps  the  mucus  constantly  wafted  towards  the 
upper  air-passages  ;  in  very  advanced  cases  little  pockets 
occur  in  the  walls  of  the  tubes,  and  the  net  result  of  these 
anatomical  conditions  is  that  the  secretions  stagnate  and 
become  happy  hunting  grounds  for  bacteria ;  the  bacterial 
toxins  cause  a  general  poisoning  of  the  system  and  the 
secretion  mechanically  blocks  the  tubes,  so  preventing 
proper  aeration  of  the  blood.  In  such  advanced  cases  there 
is  also  present  a  condition  of  the  lung-tissue  known  as 
"  emphysema,"  in  which  the  air-vesicles  have,  as  it  were, 
run  together  to  form  cavities,  and  in  this  way  the  extent 
of  expansion  of  the  lungs  is  much  interfered  with  and  the 
blood-carrying  tissue  reduced  in  amount ;  the  latter  con- 
dition causes  back-pressure  on  the  heart,  and  through  this 
venous  congestion  of  all  the  organs,  with  swelling  of  the 
legs.  Such  cases  in  their  early  and  intermediate  stages  are 
most  benefited  by  stimulating  mixtures  containing  drugs 
which  have  an  influence  in  liquefying  the  muco-pus  which 
the  damaged  tubes  cannot  get  rid  of.  In  the  late  stages 
they  require  very  careful  treatment,  and  chemists  commit 
their  own  interests  best  if  they  refuse  to  meddle  with 
them.  Mixtures  containing  ammonium  carbonate  and 
senega  are  useful  stimulating  expectorants  in  such  cases, 
with  the  addition  of  tincture  of  squill,  the  oxymel  and 
syrup  not  being  compatible  with  the  carbonate.  Potacsium 
iodide  in  5-grain  doses  with  15  minims  of  spt.  amnion, 
arom.  is  very  useful  in  many  cases  if  taken  for  some  time  ; 
the  iodide  has  a  powerful  softening  influence  on  the  sticky 
secretion.  Some  cases  in  which  there  is  great  irritability 
of  the  tubes  are  very  much  benefited  by  small  doses  of 
morphine  or  heroin,  and  these  may  be  mixed  with  the  squill 
and  tolu  adjuvant  mentioned  above.  The  question  of 
climate  is  an  important  one  for  such  patients,  and  it  may 
be  said  in  a  general  way  that  the  most  suitable  is  one  cf  a 
mild,  equable,  and  not  too  dry  nature.  The  cases  which 
are  secondary  to  heart  or  kidney  disease  are  best  left  alone 
by  the  chemist,  as  they  require  very  careful  steering,  and 
there  is  no  royal  road  to  knowing  how  to  do  this. 

In  the  dry  irritable  bronchial  cough  which  is  sometimes 
the  result  of  Nature  overdoing  her  part,  sometimes  partly 
nervous,  a  morphine  or  heroin  mixture  with  hydrocyanic 
acid  and  glycerin  is  the  most  effective.  I  have  not  gone 
into  details  as  to  mixtures  here,  but  have  rather  confined 
myself  to  a  statement  of  general  principles,  which,  if 
properly  grasped,  will  enable  a  selection  to  be  made  from 
the  numerous  formulae  contained  in  "Disease:;  and  Reme- 
dies "  and  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas."  In  conclusion,  it 
should  not  be  forgotten  that  a  chronic  cough  may  be  caused 
by  ear-disease  or  even  by  wax  in  the  ear,  and  that  the 
"church  cough."  although  in  some  cases  due  to  bad 
atmospheric  conditions,  is  very  frequently  caused  by  strain- 
ing to  hear  an  indistinct  preacher,  and  is  in  such  cases  a 
reflex  nervous  phenomenon.  There  is  even  such  an  entity 
as  a  "stomach  cough,"  but  it  is  not  possible  in  a  short 
article  to  discuss  the  many  interesting  problems  raised  by 
these  varieties.

Qualities  of  drugs  and  oils  vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  are 
commanded  by  selected  qualities  even  in  bulk  quantities.  It 
would  be  unreasonable  for  retail  buyers  to  expect  to  get  small 
quantities  at  anything  like  the  prices  here  quoted,

T1HERE  is  a  fairly  steady  tone  about  the  drug  and 
chemical  markets,  but  the  volume  of  business  is  still 
below  the  normal.  The  reduction  in  the  Bank  rate  to-day 
to  5  per  cent,  ought  to  give  an  impetus  to  trade  generally. 
In  fine  chemicals  the  principal  alteration  is  a  reduc- 
tion in  the  official  price  of  bromides,  English  and  foreign 
makers  now  quoting  alike.  Quinine  is  regarded  as  a 
firm  market,  with  more  trade  demand.  Cream  of  tar- 
tar is  weaker.  Citric  acid  is  ^d.  lower,  and  foreign 
tartaric  acid  is  the  turn  easier.  Lithia  citrate  is  again 
offered  at  cheaper  rates.  Salacetic  acid  is  dearer  as  antici- 
pated. Santonin  is  steady,  and  glycerin  is  very  firm. 
Morphine  is  steady,  but  new  business  is  wanting.  Among 
crude  drugs  little  has  been  clone  pending  the  auctions 
to-day.  Cascara  sagrada  is  steady  and  more  inquired  for. 
Cod -liver  oil  is  firm  and  in  fair  demand.  Peach-kernel 
oil  is  a  shade  dearer.  Saffron  is  firm  but  quiet.  Cassia 
and  lemon  oil  are  offered  at  easier  rates.  The  chief  varia- 
tions in  prices  are  indicated  as  below  :

In  the  drug 
auction  nine  cases  of  genuine  Maracaibo  were  bought  in  at 
2s.  6d.  per  lb. 

Bromides. — On  Wednesday  the  English  makers  officially 
reduced  their  price  for  potassium  bromide  to  6jf/.  per  lb.,  am- 
monium to  9d.,  and  sodium  to  8c/.  net.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  last  month  the  American  makers  reduced  their  quota- 
tions to  6^d.  for  potassium,  and  the  German  makers  have 
now  fallen  into  line,  these  prices  being  with  falling  clause. 
As  sales  have  been  made  sub  rosa  at  about  these  figures  for 
some  time  past  the  above  reduction  is  discounted  to  a  large 
extent,  but  the  fact  that  these  prices  are  openly  quoted  by 
makers  enables  secondhand  holders  of  foreign  makes  to 
quote  a  fraction  less,  say  6^d.  for  potassium. 

Cinchona. — At  the  London  auction  on  Tuesday  190 
packages  only  were  offered,  consisting  of  144  bales  Java, 
44  packages  East  Indian,  and  2  bags  Ceylon,  of  which  113 
bales  Java,  23  bales  East  Indian,  and  2  bags  Ceylon  sold  at 
the  unchanged  unit,  -{-^<7.  per  lb.  The  chief  purchasers  were 
Messrs.  Howards  &  Sons,  Ltd.  (18,984  lb.),  the  Frankfort 
and  Stuttgart  factories  purchasing  1,540  lb.,  and  druggists 
5,020  lb.,  about  7,000  lb.  being  bought  in  or  withdrawn, 
making  a  total  of  about  32,500  lb.  Ledgeriana  stem  chips 
sold  at  4gfZ.  and  root  at  2|rf.,  with  East  Indian  natural 
stem  chips  at  2^d.  to  2%d.  per  lb.  The  auction  to  be  held  at 
Amsterdam  on  January  23  will  consist  of  10,795  bales  and 
470  cases,  weighing  1.012,724  kilos.,  Java  bark,  containing 
the  equivalent  of  60,649  kilos,  quinine  sulphate.  The 
average  percentage  of  q.s.  in  the  manufacturing  bark  is 
6.30,  as  compared  with  6.51  per  cent,  in  December,  and 
6.32  per  cent,  in  November.  The  above  quantity  is  divided 
into  892,980  kilos,  manufacturing  and  119,744  kilos,  pharma- 
ceutical bark,  containing  respectively  56,216  kilos,  and 
4,433  kilos,  of  quinine.  The  stock  of  bark  in  first-hands  at 
Amsterdam  on  December  31  consisted  of  4,461  packages 
Government  and  13,616  packages  private  bark,  in- 
cluding the  quantity  to  be  offered  at  auction.  In 
the  London  drug  auction  24  bales  of  Guayaquil 
bark  were  offered,  and  practically  all  sold,  includ- 
ing good  thin  quill  at  8^(1.  and  very  lean  and  slightly 
sea-damaged  at  from  5d.  to  6d.  A  further  42  serons  of 
Huanuco  bark  were  offered  and  sold  at  bUl.  per  lb.  for 
mostly  fair  bright  quill,  and  water-damaged  at  3^d.  For 
two  serons  of  Loxa  Qd.  was  wanted  ;  25  bales  of  Calisaya 
cultivated  quill  were  also  offered  and  sold  at  8d.  for  sound, 
and  from  2±d.  to  7ff/.  for  sea-damaged.  Nine  bales  of  flat 
cultivated  Calisaya  were  also  offered,  sound  realising  Q±d. 
to  8|c/.,  and  damaged  6d.  to  Id. 

Citrates. — The  easier  rates  prevailing  for  citric  acid 
has  led  to  a  further  reduction  in  ferri  et  ammon.  cit. , 
which  is  now  quoted  Is.

lots.  Potash  citrate  and  sodium  citrate  are  also  cheaper  at 
Is.

Apart 
from  this  the  glycerin  market  is  considered  very  firm,  and 
very  little  is  now  available  from  second-hands  ;  the  conse- 
quence is  that  all  descriptions  are  somewhat  scarce  and 
makers  in  some  instances  are  behind-hand  with  delivery. 
The  scheduled  price  from  makers  in  56-lb.  tins  in  cases 
is  65s.  per  cwt.  for  double-distilled  quality  in  5-cwt.  to 
10-cwt.  lots. 
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Guarana  continues  very  scarce  on  the  spot,  but  there  is 
some  close  at  hand  for  which  8s.  9c/.  is  wanted. 

Iodine. — The  price  of  crude  is  6c/.  per  oz.,  commercial 
is  9  s.  3c/.  net,  and  resublimed  10s.  to  10s.  3c/.  per  lb.  net 
as  to  quantity.  Iodoform  is  lis.  lid.  net.  English  potas- 
sium iodide  is  8s.  6d.  in  cwt.  lots.

6d.  to  74s.  per  barrel  c.i.f.,  and  on  the 
spot  75s.  will  buy  a  good  brand.  Our  Bergen  correspondent 
writes  on  January  13  that  the  first  news  from  the  winter 
cod-fisheries  is  satisfactory,  stating  that  the  fish  are  a 
good  size  with  a  very  fat  liver.  Much  will  therefore  depend 
on  weather  as  to  how  the  fishing  will  turn  out.  The  oil- 
market  continues  quiet  but  firm  at  64s.  per  barrel  f.o.b. 
Bergen  for  finest  non-congealing  Lofoten  cod-liver  oil.  The 
exports  from  Bergen  up  to  date  amount  to  227  barrels, 
against  479  barrels  at  the  same  date  of  1907.  In  auction 
10  barrels  of  Norwegian  oil  were  bought  in  at  75s.,  there 
being  no  response  to  a  suggestion  of  62s.  6c/.  Twenty 
barrels  of  good,  bright  non-freezing  Newfoundland  were 
offered,  the  buying-in  price  being  2s.  6d.  per  gallon. 

Oil,  Lemon. — In  one  direction  a  reduction  of  3c/.  is 
quoted  from  Messina  this  week,  orders  having  been  booked 
at  5s.

Opium. — As  yet  there  has  been  next  to  no  demand  for 
Turkey  opium  on  the  spot,  and  prices  are  more  or  less 
nominal.  Fair  Smyrna  druggists'  quality  10  per  cent,  is 
worth  about  14s.  up  to  16s.  6d.  being  quoted  for  good 
Karahissar.  It  is  said  that  shipments  of  Persian  opium 
have  lately  been  made  to  China  and  Java  from  this  market, 
the  latter  destination  being  quite  a  new  feature  so  far  as 
London  is  concerned. 

Smyrna,  January  3. — Not  a  single  inquiry  has  been  made 
in  opium  again  this  week,  the  only  matter  of  interest  is  that 
the  poppy  sowings  and  plantations  are  continuing  very  satis- 
factory. Most  holders  would  be  willing  to  make  sacrifices 
should  any  important  buyer  come  forward,  but,  as  mentioned 
above,  there  is  no  inquiry  as  yet  from  any  of  the  consuming 
markets.  As  regards  quotations,  we  are  at  a  loss  to  know 
what  to  say,  but  from  the  feeling  prevalent  among  native 
dealers  probably  15s.  to  17s.  would  be  now  accepted  for  drug 
containing  10£  to  12  per  cent,  morphine. 

Smyf.na,  January  4. — It  is  rumoured  that  a  secret  sale  of 
20  cases  Karahissar  has  been  made  between  an  important 
holder  and  an  exporter  at  a  price  which  corresponds  pretty 
much  to  recent  quotations  ;  the  purchase  was  on  behalf  of  the 
Dutch  Government.  The  market  closes  uncertain.  Opinions 
differ  as  to  the  new  crop.  Just  at  present  the  weather  is  very 
mild,  and  this  might  have  a  good  effect. 

A  monthly  report,  dated  Smyrna,  December  31,  1907,  states 
that  with  the  exception  of  one  case  Karahissar,  which  changed 
hands  at  17s.  6c7.  per  lb.,  no  business  has  been  done.  Some 
cold  and  frost  prevailed  during  the  latter  part  of  the  month, 
which,  according  to  native  dealers,  caused  damage  to  the 
poppy,  and,  of  course,  encouraged  interested  holders  to  con- 
tinue in  maintaining  their  high  pretentions.  Mild  and  pro- 
pitious weather  setting  in,  however,  many  sellers  are  now 
anxious  to  realise,  and  would  be  willing  to  accept  a  sub- 
stantial reduction.  The  arrivals  to  date  amount  to  1,325  cases, 
against  3.066  cases  at  same  period  last  year,  and  in  Constan- 
tinople 403  cases,  against  3,198  cases.  The  stock  in  Smyrna 
is  about  2,055  cases,  against  1,886  cases  at  same  period"  last 
year,  and  in  Constantinople  206  cases,  against  346  cases. 

— A  steady  tone  prevails  in  the  second-hand 
market,  holders  asking  8d.  for  B.  and  S.  and  'or  Brunswick 


sulphate  in  bulk,  but  for  new  import  8£ci.  would  probably 
have  to  be  paid.

London  Drug-auctions. 

The  first  drug-auctions  of  the  year  were  very  lengthy,  no 
fewer  than  seventeen  brokers  bringing  forward  goods.  Some 
idea  of  the  quantity  offered  may  be  judged  from  the  fact  that 
over  35  tons  were  put  on  show  at  the  Crutched  Friars  ware- 
house alone.  There  was  very  little  animation,  but  a  fair 
quantity  of  goods  changed  hands  at  and  after  the  sale,  and  the 
result  of  the  auction,  taken  altogether,  was  better  than  had 
been  anticipated.  Prices,  however,  with  a  few  exceptions 
tended  in  buyers'  favour.  Cape  aloes  was  steady  to  firmer, 
fine  Curacao  in  gourds  was  easier,  and  for  Socotrine 
in  kegs  firm  rates  were  paid.  Asafetida  was  neglected. 
Sumatra  benzoin  was  slow,  but  about  steady.  Buchu  brought 
previous  rates.  Cardamoms  were  slow  and  occasionally 
easier.  Huanuco  cinchona  was  steady.  Dragon's-blood 
tended  dearer.  Gamboge  was  lower.  Jamaica  honey  was 
dear  considering  the  poor  quality.  Ipecacuanha  was 
neglected,  and  tended  easier.  Jalap  was  held  for  high  rates. 
Myrrh  was  extremely  slow.  Rhubarb  was  barely  steady,  and 
sarsaparilla  realised  previous  sales  rates.  Senna  was 
easier.  Jamaica  beeswax  was  in  demand  at  a  decline,  but 
for  other  descriptions  there  was  no  sale.

American  Drug  Market. 

Ncio  York,  Vcccmber  31,  1907. 
The  advent  of  the  holiday  season  has  further  reduced  the 
volume  of  business,  leaving  a  very  light  market  on  which  to 
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report.  The  course  of  business  in  drugs  conforms  pretty 
closely  with  that  of  trading  in  general  merchandise,  and  the 
commercial  outlook  for  the  next  month  is  none  too  favourable. 
Prices  are  somewhat  irregular.  Opium  is  lower.  Acetate  of 
lime  is  lower  at  $2.25  for  grey,  $1.40  for  brown,  owing  to 
slackened  demand  and  competition. 

Aloes.— The  market  for  Curacao  is  unsettled,  with  the 
quoted  range  of  prices  rather  wide.  One  dealer  continues  to 
accept  8c.  for  single-case  lots,  while  most  holders  are  asking 
9c.  to  11c.  as  to  quantity. 

Camphor  remains  in  an  unsatisfactory  position,  owing  to 
keen  competition  in  a  dull  market.  American  refined  in  bulk 
is  available  at  68c.  to  71c.  according  to  seller. 

Canada  Balsam. — Fair-sized  lots  have  been  sold  within  the 
range  of  $3.60  to  $4.00,  the  scarcity  of  genuine  goods  keeping 
prices  firm. 

Cascara  Sagrada. — Apart  from  the  sale  of  moderate  parcels 
for  foreign  account  the  movement  has  been  unimportant.  The 
Coast  price  is  nominally  steady  at  7c,  f.o.b.,  and  9c.  to  11c. 
is  still  quoted  on  spot,  but  these  figures  can  doubtless  be 
shaded  on  a  firm  order. 

Cassia  Oil. — Easier  terms  can  be  obtained  for  future  de- 
liveries, and  the  spot  price  is  lower  at  $1.55  for  U.S. P. 

Copaiba. — C.  and  S.  American  pure  is  quoted  in  leading 
quarters  at  50c.  to  60c,  and  a  moderate  business  has  been  done 
on  that  basis.  Arrivals  are  few  and  light,  and  the  quoted 
prices  are  fully  warranted  by  the  import  cost.  Buyers  who 
desire  goods  worth  45c.  or  less  can  be  accommodated  by  several 
firms. 

Dandelion-root. — German  is  arriving  freely,  but  there  is 
little  call  for  it,  and  the  price  has  declined  to  11c. 

Hydrastis. — Relaxed  financial  conditions  and  pronounced 
shortage  in  all  markets  seem  to  favour  high  prices  for  this 
drug,  and  the  principal  dealers  ask  $1.85.  Weaker  holders 
quote  $1.80  when  inquiries  relate  to  round  parcels,  and  200  lb. 
was  reported  sold  at  $1.78. 

Mandeakf.  is  dull  at  8c  to  8Ac 

Opium  is  slow,  and  cheaper  at  $5.  There  is  little  confidence 
in  the  stability  of  this  market ;  values  continue  to  move  down- 
ward more  or  less  rapidly  as  conditions  warrant,  but  none 
the  less  surely.  As  previously  mentioned,  however,  the 
American  supply  is  fairly  well  concentrated,  and  attempts  to 
dictate  terms  for  large  consuming  parcels  have  been  resisted. 
Some  very  high-grade  Persian  opium  has  been  imported,  and 
undoubtedly  the  market  for  Smyrna  has  been  adversely 
affected  by  its  presence. 

Peppermint  Oil  (American). — The  local  market  lacks  steadi- 
ness, the  quoted  prices  of  $1.60  to  $1.65  being  susceptible  of 
shading.  Dealers  at  primary  sources  seem  willing  to  cut  in 
order  to  induce  sales,  but  no  one  is  interested  just  now. 

Senega. — (Primary  centres  are  well  supplied,  and,  owing  to 
the  unseasonable  dearth  of  orders,  the  market  is  weaker, 
though  the  former  spot  quotation  of  48c.  has  not  been  reduced. 

Wild-Cherry  Bark  is  in  fair  demand,  and  in  some  upward 
tendency,  which  will,  no  doubt,  develop  when  the  present  spell 
of  unusually  mild  weather  ends.  Meantime  6c.  can  be  done 
for  large  quantities. 

Quinine  and  Cinchona. 

Messrs.  C.  F.  Boehringer  &  Sonne,  Mannheim,  Waldhof,  in 
their  annual  statistics,  show  that  while  the  exports  of  bark 
from  Java  in  1907  were  the  largest  yet  recorded — 17,212,000 
Amst.  lb. — yet  the  stocks  of  bark  in  Amsterdam  and  London 
at  the  close  of  1907  were  considerably  lower  than  in  1906, 
being  18,077  and  4,971  packages  respectively.  No  less  than 
17,217.000  oz.  of  quinine  "  in  the  bark"  were  sold  at  Amster- 
dam last  year,  being  717,000  oz.  more  than  in  1906,  thus 
showing  the  enormous  increase  in  consumption.  It  is  in- 
teresting to  note  that  the  highest  price  of  sulphate  during  the 
past  eleven  years  was  Is.  9M.  in  March  1899,  and  the  lowest 
7^d.  in  January  1897  and  September-November  1906.  while 
the  highest  price  of  bark  at  Amsterdam  was  12ic.  (equal  2\d  ) 
Vor£ept-,ember  1900'  and  the  lowest  2£c.  (equal  Id.)  in  January 
1897.— -Mr.  Gust.  Bnegleb,  of  Amsterdam,  has  also  issued  his 
annual  diagram  showing  the  fluctuations  in  the  Amsterdam 
auction  bark-unit,  the  shipments  of  bark  from  Java  to  Europe 
m  kilos.,  etc.,  during  the  period  1891  to  1907,  the  whole 
making  an  interesting  survey.

variety  being  generally  preferred.  The  latter  has  been  in  con- 
siderable demand  of  late  years.  No  Persian  opium  is  con- 
sumed in  the  district.

Care  must  be  taken  not  to 
introduce  the  needle  too  far,  or  it  may  enter  lungs.  The 
safest  way  is  to  insert  the  needle  slantwise  near  the  shoulder.

The  Cairo  Script. — Referring  to  the  prescription  prob- 
lem given  in  the  C .  tf-  D.,  December  21,  1907,  and  the  note 
on  January  4,  Mr.  Percy  C.  Cartledge.  writes,  from  the 
Pharmacie  Anglaise,  Nice  :  "  It  is  highly  improbable  that 
a  French  doctor  would  commit  such  a  grammatical  error 
as  to  write  "Potion  au  acide  lactique,  etc."  Surely  the 
correct  rendering  would  be  "  Potion  avec  acid  lactique,"  etc. 


Legal  Queries. 

For  concise  statements  respecting:  various  Acts  which  affect 
directly  or  indirectly  the  Chemical  and  Drug  Trades,  see  the 
"C.  &  D.  Diary,"  1908,  p.  456;  Stamped  Medicine  Law, 
p.  43s ;  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Law,  p.  448 ;  and  Patents 
Law,  p.  442. 


Naris  (83/38). — The  cephalic  snuff  containing-  menthol, 
cocaine  hydrochloride,  sugar  of  milk,  and  other  ingredients, 
is  a  preparation  of  cocaine,  therefore  a  Part  2  poison,  and 
when  sold  by  retail  must  be  labelled  with  the  name  of  the 
article,  the  word  "  poison,"  and  the  name  and  address  of  the 
seller. 

Natal  (75/40). — In  regard  to  preservatives  in  food  see  the 
C.  <&  D.  Diary,  p.  456.  The  most  stringent  regulations  as  to 
the  use  of  preservatives  are  in  Victoria,  Australia,  where 
within  the  past  two  years  a  series  of  regulations  have  come  into 
force  limiting  the  proportion  of  preservatives.  From  the 
C.  &  D.,  April  20,  1907,  we  quote  the  following:  The  use  of 
chloroform,  formaldehyde,  or  other  aldehyde  in  any  food 
is  forbidden,  and  no  preservative  whatever  may  be  used  unless 
permitted  by  regulation;  invalid's  food  must  be  free  from 
preservatives. 

Shortwcight  (82/40). — The  course  which  you  describe  is 
illegal,  but  it  must  be  detected  before  the  goods  are  removed. 
You  should  communicate  with  the  local  inspector  of  weights 
and  measures,  but  be  sure  of  your  facts  before  doing  so,  as 
allegations  of  short  weight  may  amount  to  defamation  of 
character. 

Semper  Eadcm  (75/55). — A  dentifrice  is  not  a  medicine 
unless  you  make  it  so  by  recommending  it  for  ailments.  If 
not  a  medicine,  proprietary  right  can  be  claimed  for  it  with- 
out making  it  liable  to  medicine  stamp-duty.  We  have  read 
your  label,  and  do  not  find  anything  dutiable  in  it. 

Toilet  (86/3). — If  the  word  which  you  at  present  use  is  regis- 
tered by  another  as  a  trade-mark,  your  right  to  it  may  have  to 
be  proved  by  litigation.  It  may  not  be  worth  20.s.  to  you  now, 
but  apparently  the  would-be  registered  owners  consider  it 
worth  more. 

Alpha  (82/47). — The  poisons  schedule  (for  Great  Britain)  is 
quite  clear  about  liquid  preparations  of  carbolic  acid.  Any 
"  prepared  for  use  as  sheep- wash,  or  for  any  other  purpose 
in  connection  with  agriculture  or  horticulture,"  may  be  sold 
by  unqualified  persons.  Your  fluid  is,  however,  "  recom- 
mended for  medical,  veterinary,  and  domestic  purposes,"  and 
this,  in  our  opinion,  confines  the  sale  of  the  preparation  to 
registered  chemists.  In  other  words,  you  cannot  evade  the 
intentions  of  the  schedule  by  incorporating  on  the  label  the 
exempting  provision.

It.  writes  regarding  the  reply 
we  gave  to  "  R.  W.  B."  last  week  (January  11,  p.  69)  that 
the  liquid  used  in  these  cigar-lighters  is  absolute  methvl 
alcohol,  not  the  ordinary  absolute  alcohol  as  used  in  pharmacy. 


Scotch  Chemist  (79/45)  wants  a  prescription  or  two  for 
preparations  which  are  useful  for  cats  when  littering.  The 
following  is  a  well-tried  and  satisfactory  pill  for  small  dogs  or 
cats  in  difficult  or  protracted  cases  of  parturition.  The  pill 
has  proved  successful :

In  prescribing  for  cats  and  small  pet  dogs,  which  are  "  over 
domesticated,"  great  care  must  be  taken  as  to  the  dose,  as  an 
animal  in  the  natural  state  and  running  out  of  doors  (such  as  a 
shepherd's  dog  and  hunt  hounds)  can  take  much  large  doses. 

Nemo  (80/25).— The  only  way  to  value  a  chemist's  stock  is 
to  "take  it."  However  "roughly  this  is  done  the  result  is 
bound  to  be  better  than  guessing.  Moreover  in  the  case  of  a 
business  with  return  of  5,000?.  it  is  really  unbusinesslike  not  to 
know  exactly  what  is  in  stock.  If,  as  you  think,  the  stock  is 
worth  2.000?.'  to  2.500/.,  there  is  too  much  of  it  for  the  turnover, 
and  by  taking  it  carefully  now  you  will  ascertain  how  you  may 
reduce  the  stock  to  about  1,5007. 

P.  Jr.  (86/16).— Window-dressing. — We  reviewed  a  German 
hook  on  window-dressing  for  the  drug-trade  in  our  issue  of 
April  17,  1907,  p.  307.  See  also  the  advertisement  of 
"  Spatula  "  on  p.  118  of  the  Diary.  Much  can  be  learned  on 
window-dressing  and  advertising  by  consulting  the  last  few 
volumes  of  The  Chemist  and  Drtggist.  The  indexes  give 
full  references  to  the  subject,  so  that  it  is  not  difficult  to  put 
yourself  into  possession  of  the  information  you  require.

W.  E.  G.  (59/31). — The  dye  which  you  send  as  being  used 
for  dyeing  Turkey  carpets  is  alizarin.  It  is  the  active  prin- 
ciple of  madder,  but  is  now  made  synthetically  on  a  very  largo 
scale. 

Dressing  for  Sea-lines. — In  reply  to  our  note  asking  for 
information  on  this  point  (C.  <£•  D.,  January  11,  p.  68)  W.  F. 
(82/5)  writes:  Although  not  answering  to  the  title  of  "  pisca- 
torial pharmacist,"  I  have  frequently  sold  cutch  for  dressing 
nets  and  lines  used  at  sea  by  fishermen. — Another  correspon- 
dent gives  the  method  of  using  cutch  as  follows  : 

Make  a  decoction  of  1  lb.  of  cutch  in  6  gals,  of  water,  and 
dip  the  lines,  ropes,  and  sails  in  the  hot  liquid  till  thoroughly 
saturated.  Half  an  hour's  immersion  is  generally  suffi- 
cient. 

Our  attention  has  also  been  called  to  a  method  of  water- 
proofing sea-lines,  which  consists  in  dressing  them  with  a 
mixture  of  boiled  or  linseed  oil  2  parts,  gold-size  1  part. 
Shake  together,  and  apply  to  the  lines  by  means  of  a  piece  of 
flannel.  Two  or  three  applications  may  be  given,  allowing- 
the  lines  to  dry  in  the  air  between  each  coat. — H.  M.  T. 
(85/49)  writes  from  Youghal :  The  fishermen  here  use  a  bark 
called  "  kerch  "  [probably  a  corruption  of  cutch — Ed.]  for 
preserving  lines,  sails,  ropes,  etc.  The  modus  operandi  is  as 
follows : 

Take  5  lb.  of  bark,  and  boil  for  three  hours  in  water,  then 
make  up  to  1  gal.,  and  soak  lines  for  three  days  ;  remove  and 
dry.  When  this  has  been  accomplished  they  arc  read}7  for 
use,  and  will  last  for  many  years.

Jordan  (19/91). — The  Spirit  in  Thermometers  is  generally 
coloured  red  with  cudbear,  but  probably  some  aniline  colours 
of  the  more  stable  kind  may  be  employed.

Dispensing. — The  paper  showed  that  an  infusion  would  be 
required  for  a  mixture,  so  the  kettle  was  put  on  for  boiling.

I  weighed  1  grain  of  arsenic,  diluted  it  with  39  grains  of 
milk-sugar,  and  took  24  grains  of  the  trituration.  The  extract 
and  a  little  syrup  of  glucose  made  a  pill-mass  which  the 
examiner  said  was  on  the  soft  side.  With  the  infusion  which 
!  had  made  and  cooled  I  finished  the  mixture  it  being  quite 
a  simple  one.  There  only  remained  potass,  sulphurata  to  be 
made  into  an  ointment  with  lard. 

Chemistry  (Practical). — I  had  to  analyse  a  clear  solution, 
which  I  decided  contained  borax  and  boric  acid.  *or  volu- 
metric work  I  had  to  make  a  decinormal  solution  of  potass 
permang.,  and  with  it  estimate  a  solution  of  oxalic  acid 
(giving  grams  per  100  c.c),  and  with  the  latter  find  how  much 
NaOH  per  litre  was  contained  in  another  given  solution.  Ihis 
was  all  the  practical  work  given. 

On  the  morning  of  the  second  day  I  was  feeling  very 
"dithery,"  as  they  say  in  Lancashire,  and  walked  with  un- 
certain steps  when  I  was  sent  to  the  far  end  of  the  examina- 
tion-room for  my  first  subject,  i    •     T  ,     ■  i 

Materia  Medic  a. — I  was  asked  to  identify  and  give  botanical 
names  of  several  roots,  with  their  active  principles,  including 
gelsemium,  pellitorv,  and  jalap.  To  a  further  question  I  re- 
plied that  jalap  was  not  a  root,  but  a  tubercle.  1  was  then 
asked  what  percentage  of  resin  it  contains  and  how  much  is 
in  the  B.P.  tincture,  and  to  both  questions  I  gave  wrong 
answers.  On  being  shown  another  specimen  which  I  did  not 
recognise  I  was  told  to  sit  down,  with  the  remark  that  my 
materia  medica  knowledge  was  not  great. 

Chemistry  (Theoretical).— I  was  told  to  write  down  the 
names  of  all  the  oxides  I  could  think  of.  I  had  got  down 
between  twenty  and  thirty  when  the  examiner  returned,  and 
I  was  asked  to  give  methods  of  formation  and  properties  of 
.several  out  of  the  list,  and,  my  answers  being  right,  we  went 
to  organic  compounds,  such  questions  as  the  following  being 
given:  "What  are  the  chemical  name  and  formula  for 
*>henacetin?  "  "  What  are  benzene,  toluene,  and  phenol,  and 
how  are  they  obtained  '!  " 

Pharmacy. — I  was  shown  something  in  a  glass  jar,  and  asked 
to  name  it.  It  was  fairly  hard  and  pale  yellow  in  colour,  and 
I  said  it  might  be  resin  plaster.  "  Well,  what  is  in  resin 
plaster  ?  "  Here  I  went  wrong,  saying,  "  Resin,  beeswax, 
and  olive  oil,"  which,  of  course,  was  disgraceful,  and  I 
followed  it  up  by  replying  to  the  question,  "  How  do  you 
make  extract  of  "nux  vomica  ?  "  with,  "  By  evaporating  the 
liquid  extract  to  a  firm  extract."  "  Is  that  all  ?  "  After 
hesitating,  "  Yes."  Two  correct  answers  I  was  able  to  give, 
then  I  was  floored  again  in  failing  to  give  ingredients  for 
liq.  sarsse  co.  cone.  I  was  told  to  sit  down,  and  my  examiner 
conferred  with  the  President  when  handing  in  his  report. 
My  name  was  called,  and,  stepping  forward,  I  was  informed 
that  as  my  knowledge  of  pharmacy  was  so  bad  and  my  materia 
medica  not  very  good,  it  was  useless  to  go  through  the  remain- 
ing subjects.    He  wished  me  better  success  next  time. 


Ho  w  I  Passed. 

Many  weeks  passed,  and  now  I  am  able  to  write  in  a  much 
happier  frame  of  mind.  The  Editor  has  asked  me  to  be 
•concise,  but  my  feeling  is  all.  the  other  way.  I  had  chemistry 
first,  and  the  question  in  volumetric  work  was  : 

To  what  extent  must  the  solution  of  chromic  anhydride 

be  evaporated  to  form  the  liquor  acidi  chromici  of  the  B.P. 

representing  25  per  cent,  of  chromic  acid  (Cr03)  ? 
Pure  ferrous  ammonium  sulphate  was  provided.  I  proceeded 
to  write  down  the  equation  In  order  to  tell  what  quantities  to 
work  with.  After  weighing  the  sulphate  and  dissolving  it  in 
water,  I  made  the  solution  up  to  100  c.c,  and,  estimating  the 
chromic  solution,  found  it  to  be  very  weak,  and  100  grams 
would  have  to  be  evaporated  to  about  23  grams  to  form  a 
25-per-cent.  solution.    I  then  attacked  the  qualitative  work, 


which  was  to  identify  the  white  powder  :  '  a  mixture  of  two 
substances."  I  could  not  finish  this  before  time  was  called, 
but  had  gone  sufficiently  far  with  dry  and  wet  tests  to  justiiy 
me  putting  down,  -Pound  hydrogen  tartrate,  aluminium, 
and  chloride."  thus  forgetting  that  I  had  separated  an  in- 
soluble part  (aluminium  oxide).  I  had  dispensing  in  the 
afternoon,  and  was  duly  called  up  for  the  oral.  My  first 
subject  was  materia  medica  :  "  Look  about  and  tell  me  the 
things  you  know,"  was  the  first  remark.  I  picked  out  aconite, 
hellebore,  elder-flowers,  pareira,  cimicifuga.  soap-bark, 
buchu-leaves,  and  about  a  dozen  others  before  the  examiner 
picked  up  a  box  of  miscellaneous  "  scraps,  and  asked  me  it 
1  recognised  anything.  I  saw  taraxacum,  aloes,  opium,  ser- 
pentary,  etc.,  and  had  to  give  the  botanical  source  of  serpen- 
tary,  of  buchu,  elder,  and  pareira,  with  their  natural  orders. 
At  prescription-reading  I  was  better  at  translating  Latin  into 
English  than  vice  versa.  In  botany  I  was  asked  to  explain 
the  difference  between  thallophytes,  bryophytes,  and  Pterido- 
phytes.  which  I  did  not  do  very  lucidly.  I  easily  identified 
the  slide  as  a  transverse  section  of  a  fern-stem,  and  was  able 
to  give  the  natural  orders  of  several  plants  pointed  out  on  the 
syllabus,  including  mezereon,  digitalis,  and  colocynth. 
"What  chemicals  are  essential  to  the  life  of  a  plant?  and 
"Can  a  plant  be  grown  to  maturity  in  darkness/  i 
answered  correctly,  but  failed  to  describe  properly  all  the 
fruits  shown  me.  In  chemistry  I  was  asked  what  oxides  L 
was  most  familiar  with,  and  which  would  readily  yield  up 
their  oxygen.  After  other  questions  on  inorganic,  we  went 
to  organic,  where,  after  the  benzene  and  paraffin  series,  we 
talked  about  methane  and  ether,  formation  and  reactions, 
then  went  to  aniline,  its  manufacture,  and  one  or  two  reac- 
tions. The  examiner  seemed  rather  displeased  with  me,  and 
I  went  with  not  much  confidence  to  pharmacy.  "  How  is  sal 
volatile  made  ?  "  and  "  Spirit,  ammon.  fetid.  ?  "  Preparation 
of  extract  of  belladonna  (liquid)  and  syrup  of  tolu.  Asked 
to  name  a  solution  in  a  bottle  shown,  I  said  "  Tinct.  lavand. 
co.,"  and  after  telling  its  ingredients  I  resumed  my  seat,  still 
in  doubt  as  to  the  final  result.  I  was  alone  with  one  other 
fellow.  Presently  I  saw  him  rejected,  and  dejected.  A  few- 
minutes  later  I  was  told  I  had  passed.

According  to  Lenz  and  Lucius  ("  Apoth.  Zeit.")  vitulosal, 
which  is  recommended  as  a  remedy  for  diarrhoea  in  calves,  is 
a  5-per-cent.  solution  of  peptone.  The  contents  of  a  bottle 
containing  23.5  grams  of  the  fluid  are  mixed  with  two  eggs  and 
given  to  the  calf. 

Sulphur  Oil  for  Soapmaking. — For  the  last  two  years 
trade  in  sulphur  (olive)  oil  for  soapmaking  in  Spain  has  been 
almost  at  a  standstill  owing  to  the  poor  crops,  and  the  small 
quantities  produced  have  been  taken  up  by  the  home  industry 
at  prices  far  above  those  offered  by  foreign  markets. 

Priestley,  the  discoverer  of  oxygen,  was  first  imbued  with 
the  love  of  scientific  research  by  the  Rev.  William  Willet,  a 
Unitarian  minister  with  a  church  near  Burslem  (the  mother 
of  the  Potteries),  who  married  Josiah  Wedgwood's  favourite 
sister.
